MEASURE IS MADE LAW. 


Minister Briand in Debate De- 
clares the Needy Priests 
Will Not Be Allowed 
to Suffer. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

PARIS, Dec. 20.—The senate tonight 
passed the gdvernment’s law for the regu- 
lation of public Worship. The vote was 190 
to 100. 

The debate, while prolonged, was not ex- 
citing, being for the most part a repetition 
of what Had been said already. Much of it 
consisted of a renewal of the demands that 
the govermment reopen negotiations with 
the pope, although the government speakers 
reiterated that this was impossible and could 
not even be thought of. 

The greatest stress was laid upon the ar- 
gument as to whether the resources of reh 
institutions which the government proposes 
to remit to benevolent societies will be alien- 
ated from the former beneficiaries, or if an 
infirm priest who has heretofore benefited 
from them may be cared for. 


Briand Gives Ousted Priests Hope. 

M. Briand, minister of public worship, re- 
Plying to these argumerit, reminded the 
speakers that the law of 1905 gave such 
priéats better conditions than the present 
law, but that the law had been rejected. He 
added, however, that the church’s friends 
need not fear. He pointed out that these 
sick funds had been held by many court de- 
cisions to be religious establishments, but he 
said that, although they had been taken 
over by the government, those interested 
need not worry, as the charitable institu- 
tions to which the funds would be transferred 
would be obliged to carry out the charges in- 
cumbent on them within the limit of the re- 
sources transferred to them. 

Senator Le Chevallier, who offered an 
amendment to suppress the formality of deo- 
larations, withdrew it after an explanation 
by M. Briand. Le Chevalier said M. Briand 
had shown that it was necessary to avoid at 
least for the moment, either granting or ap- 
pearing to grant favors tia church that had 
not submitted to the law of 1905, which were 
refused to religions which had conformed te 
that law. 


State to Keep Up Churches? 


In the course of a discussion. on the sup- 
port of a church building taken over by 


: the state, M. Briand hinted at supplementary | 


legislation providing for keeping them up. 

Behadtor Guillter in a speech referred: to 
M. Briand’s criticism of the clergy for not 
taking advantage. of his circular, although 
many of the clergy.favored so doing, and 
asked could one reproach them when the 
pope had forbidden them so doing. 

“Yes, indeed,”’ interjected M. Briand. 
“ They ought.to obey the law of the land.” 

“ They couldn’t make a sachism in the 
church,’’ said Senator Guilier. 

“ Can’t the pope then order young Catholics 
not to submit to the military law?’ asked 
Mr. Briand. 

“How on a dogmatic question can they 
disobey their chief?’ replied Senator Guil- 
lier. “And, behold there, the lamentable 
situation into which you plunge the clergy.” 


Text of Separation Law. 


The law of separation as passed by the 
senate 18 as follows: 

Article 1—Independently of the associations con- 
templated by the law of Dec. 9, 1905, public wor- 
ship can be held by means of associations under 
the law of July 1, 1901, as well as in virtue of the 
public meetings law of June 30, 1881, under indi- 
vidual initiative. 

Article 2—Even in default of the cultural asso- 
ciations provided for by the law of Dec. 9, 1905, 
the usage of edifices intended for worship as well 
as ‘the furniture contained therein, shall remain 
at the disposition of the faithful and of the clergy 
for the practice of their religion. The free usage 
of the churches may be accorded either to asso- 
clations formed under the law of July 1, 1901, or 
to clergy designated under the declarations pre- 
scribed by article 25 of the law of Dec. 9, 1905. 
This usage, however, shall be made undef the 
conditions stated tn article 13 of the last men- 
tioned law, by Means of an administrative act 
either by the prefect, for the property placed under 
sequester, when such property belongs to the state 
or departments; or by the mayor when it belongs 
to the communes. The above mentioned regulations 
will apply to edifices intended for worship which, 
having belonged to ecclesiastical establishments, 
will have been assigned by decree to charitable 
institutions under article 9 of the law of Dec. 8, 
1905. 

Article 3—With the promulgation of the preg- 
ent law the state, the departments, and the com- 
munes will recover the free use of the episcopal 
mansions, presbyteries, seminaries, and so forth, 
which are their property, and the use of which 
has not been claimed by en association formed 
under the law of Dec. 9, 1905. At the same time 
lodging indemnities, falling upon communes 
where there is no presbytery, will cease, 

Article 4—The property of ecclesiastical estab- 
Mehments not clatmed by associations constituted 
under the lew of Dec. 9, 1996, will be assigned, 
upon the promulgation of this act, to charitable in- 
stitutions as provided by article 9 of said law, with- 
out. prejudice to assignments which may be made 
under articles 7 and 8 concerning property not dedi- 
cated to public worship. 

Article 5—At the expiration of one month after 
the enactment of the present law ellowances made 
under the lew of Dec. 9, 10056, to the clergy who 
have failed to carry out the requirements of that 
law will be suppressed. The fallure of members of 
the clergy to fulfill the requirements of the law- 
will in each case be determined by a joint decision 
of the minister of justice and the minister of 
finance. 

Article 6—Ali the provisions of the law of Dec. 9, 
1905, will remain in full force insofar as they ax 
not in contradiction with ‘the present act. 

The bill only requires the signature of 
President Fallieres, and, as that is assured, 
it is now virtually a law. 

Ireland Calis Le Matin Liar. 

St. Paul, Minn., Dec, 20.—Referring to a 
report in Le Matin of Paris, that he had 
condemned the present attitude of the pope 
and the French hierarchy in reference to the 
law of separation and association of wor- 
ship, Archbishop Ireland tonight made this 
statement: 

“Te Matin is an anti-Catholic paper and 
is willing to defend the action of the gov- 
ernment, even by the perversion of facts.

HINTS AT POLITICAL PULL. 


Thinks Remitting of Fines in Wolf 
Case Unjustified by Facts. — 


Municipal Judge McKenzie Cleland de- 
clared last evening that Mayor Dunne, in 
nullifying court decrees by revoking fines 
imposed, is interfering seriously with the 
execution of justice In the new city courts. 

The statement from Judge Cleland was 
brought out by the mayor's action earlier 
in the day in overruling unceremoniously 
the judge’s action in fining two men after 
they had been arrested for gambling at their 
residence. The,.men who were arrested and 
who benefited subsequently through ‘the 
mayor's “ pardon power,”’ were Joseph Wolf, 
859 South Center avenue, and his son-in- 
law, Walter Pruzen. 

‘* Since I took the judgeship at the Max- 
well street station Mayor Dunne has par-' 
doned a number of persons convicted on 
serious charges,’’ said Judge Cleland. ‘In 
rescinding the fines yesterday the mayor 
acted hastily, to say the least. It looks to 
me as if it was framed up, for Mayor Dunne 
heard but one side of the case, and did not 
question either myself or the police in re- 
gard to the casé. I think the case must 
have been misrepresented to the mayor. 
He acted within his power, but his power has 
been used to counteract justice in this and 
several other cases in my court.” 


Ald. Fick*and Bowler Intervene. 

The matter originally was brought to the 
attention of the mayor by Ald. Henry L. 
Fick of the Ninth ward and James Bowler of 
the Nineteenth, who charged that Policeman 
Patrick O’Donohue, who has been on the 
force nine months, and Patrick F. Dunn, a 
probationary patrolman of the Maxwell 
street station, without authority broke up 
the card party at the house of Mr. Wolf, 
a retired merchant, last Sunday evening, and 
arrested Wolf and his son-in-law. The com- 
plainants against Wolf and Pruszen were 
Harry Litovich,,20 years of age, and Louis 
Litovich, 17, who live at 356 Lafiin street. 
The men were fined yesterday by Judge 
Cleland. 

Ald. Bowler and Ald. Fick in their report to 
the mayor said the action of the police in the 
case “rivalled treatment received by the 
Jews in Russia.’’ They indicated that the 
police raided the Wolf home and unceremoni- 
ousty hauled the entire party, men and 
women, off to the police station without 
warrants. 

Mayor Dunne evidently considered there 
was no Goubt as to the facts in the case as 
presented to him, and revoked the fines. 

“ Chief Collins might just as well enter the 
homes on the Lake Shore drive and arrest 
the men and women there as to carry on such 
high-handed actions,” said the mayor, 


Chief Collins Investigates. 

The mayor's action aroused Chief Collins 
to get at the facts. He demanded that Capt. 
John J. Mahoney of the Maxwell district 
make an immediate investigation. In his 
report the captain upheld the action of Judge 
Cleland and exonerated the two new police- 
men, declaring they had acted properly 
throughout. It is evident that either the 
police or the aldermen have misrepresented 
the case. 

“The two Litovich brothers met the pa- 
treoimenm on’ the street about midnight and

house,”’ said Capt. Mahoney. “ The course

There, the Lito- 
vich brothers said they had not been robbed, 
but that My, Wolf bad refused to ‘ cagh’ 
their chips after they had won. AM four were 
then charged with gambling. No woman was 
arrested.”’ 


Judge Charges: Perjury. 

“It was as much for perjury. as for gam- 
bling that I fined Wolf and his.son-in-law,” 
said Judge Cleland. “‘ When they first ap- 
peared both declared they were hot gam- 
bling. His daughter, Mrs. Prusan, was sum- 
moned, and after she had said they were 
gambling the two men admitted they had 
lied to me. Under the new municipal code 
it is a crime to gamble in a private or public 
house. I considered binding Wolf and his 
son-in-law over to the grand jury for per- 


jury, but decided not to. Wolf was fined $50.

“I do not charge that Mayor Dunne is

Subsequently Quinn had several encounters 
with alleged anarchists, and twice narrow- 
ly escaped being shot.

For nine days the citizens interested in 
the immediate settlement of the traction 
problem have been voting in Tos TRispUND's 


proportion of 8 to 1 for settlement, they 
quickly went up to 4 to 1 against a referen- 
dum, and have meintained that proportion 
steadily. The news last night from Atigntic 
City that the Union Traction magnates had 
accepted the city’s terms added to the bright 
prospects of immediate action. 

Im some of the wards the vote on THE 
Trinunp’s postal cards has been light, and 
in others it has been heavy. In wards which 
send large numbers of men downtown every 
morning, to returm every night over un- 
certain trolley lines, the vote is heavy. 

In wards where business is more localized 
the interest in the condition of the traction 
systems is less and the vote is lighter. The 
Seventh ward still has the largest vote, close- 
ly followed by the Twenty-fifth, which has 
the largest proportion for immediate settie- 
mem, it being nearly 8 to 1 in this portion 
of Lake View. 

Voters Writing to the Mayor. 

Voters not only are replying in the postal 
card referendum, but they are expressing 
their feelings to the aldermen and to the 
mayor. 

Mr. Dunne’s mail has not been opened for 
two days, but he took yesterday afternoon 
off and with his stenographer went home to 
handle it.

meeting. The result of the meeting wae an- 
nounced in the afternoon by J. P. Mertlik, 
430 West Eighteenth street, secretary of the 
organization. 

The resolutions as adopted demanded bet- 
ter traction service at once and declared for 
an immediate settlement of the entire ques- 
tion. Every member of the association pres- 
ent at the meeting voted against municipal 
ownership and a referendum in the spring. 
The club numbers more than 300 members 
and is one of the most influential municipal 
organizations on the west side. 


Want Better Traction Service. 
Thomas Zahour is president of the associa- 
tion. In explaining the position of the mem- 
bers Mr. Mertlik said: 

“We believe that there should be no fur- 
ther delay in the settlement of this question. 
The people have suffered long enough. Most 
of us are working men, but we are opposed 
to municipal ownership. We think that a 
better service will be obtained by giving the 
companies a fair deal and closing the long 
drawn out discussion of the traction problem. 

*“ Although many of us are laborers we fee! 
that it is folly to try to get something for 
nothing. Capital wants pay the same as we 
do. If we have been cheated we must wake 
up and see that we are treated fairly, and I 
think we will be if we are given good service 
immediately. 

“We do not begrudge a man his money if 
he has got it honestly.” 


Postal Card Ballot. 

The postal card vote for immediate settle- 
ment maintained the usual 4 to 1 ratio against 
delay and referendum. Besides the regular 
votes many voluntary ballots demanding set- 
tlement were received. Numerous letters 
accompanied the postala, as on previous days. 
One letter was from Emil G. Piton, presi- 
dent of the Southwest Improvement asso- 
ciation of the Fifth and Twenty-ninth wards. 
Mr. Piton wrote as follows: 

“ Knowing conditions about as well as 
anybody who is compelled to travel daily 
on the street car lines, I beg to state that 
I think it would be the utmost folly for us 
to be compelled to wait until spring for a 
referendum on the traction question. I for 
one want immediate settlement on the Mnes 
and propositions now before the transporta- 
tion committee.” 

A new phase of the street car question 
was discussed by W. C. Alward of Carson, 
Pirie, Scott & Co., who sent a letter along 
with his vote in favor of immediate settle- 
sce of the question. His comments fol- 

ow: 

“I am for immediate settlement because 
it’s a business proposition demanding action 
at once. The referendum ought not to change 
(nor cannot) the merits of the case. 


Drunken Men in Cars. 

“In connection with the subject I desire 
to call your specific attention to one feature 
of the street car service which has im- 
pressed itself upon me many times, and par- 
ticularly of late. It is the permitting of 
drunken men to ride at any and all times, 
however annoying and absohrtely repulsive 
they may be to other passengers. Also 
rowdyism (loud and indecent language) by 
parties of young men apparently endeavoring 
to attract attention to their being ‘ real 
sports.” Four times within two weeks I 
have seen men so drunk as to be unable to 
stand alone helped into the street cars by 
their companions. In two cases the man 
intoxicated has fallen into the laps of wom- 
en and in one case the woman’s hat was 
knocked off. At no time has the conductor 
of the car made an attempt to protect the 
interests of the company or the public in 
these cases.”’ 

The postal cards recetved during the day 
brought more reasons why immediate set- 
tlement should be obtained. A Fifth ware 
voter wrote: 

“We need immediate relief. We need to 
find out what kind of aldermen we have.” 


Too Much Waiting at Corners. 

From the Eleventh ward came these re- 
plies: 

** Too much time killed now on corners wait- 
ing for the cars.”’"—S. 8S. Burke, 950 West 
Eighteenth place. 

“Immediate service is required.”’"—John 
Lukas, 857 West Twentieth street. 

Advocates of the referendum took the other 
side of the argument and insisted that the 
“ people should be allowed to decide.” 

A Thirteenth ward exponent of the quick 
settlement touches on the question as fol- 
lows:

The first test case of the city against the 
Chicago Union Traction company for viola- 
tion of city ordinances to be tried in the 
Municipal court resulted yesterday in a dis- 
agreement of the jury in Judge Lantry’s 
court. ; A new trial will be begun on Jan. 15. 

The charge was that the traction company 
had violated the ordinance by not keeping 
Division street, between Ashland avenue and 
Robey street, sprinkled. The attorneys for 
the city, Addison Blakely and J. 4G. Gross- 
berg, held that twice a day was not sufficient 
and that the company should sprinkle the 
street from curb to curb. . 

The defendants questioned the constitution- 
ality of the ordinance and declared that even 
under the ordinance they were not compelled 
to sprinkle the streets more than twice a 
day. 

An appeal to the Supreme court is promised 
whichever side wins.

PRACTICALLY DECIDED TO TAKE 
ACTION AGAINST KESNER. 


Mayor Dunze and Finance Commit- 
tee Favor Taking Matter into 
Court Unless Concessions Are Made 
in Terms of Municipal Tribanal 
Building Ren artsen Investiga- 
tion Findings o Be Anpnounced 
Later—Says Charges Are Proved. 


The lease of the Jacob Kesner building in 
Michigan avenue, rented by the city for Mu- 
nicipal courts, is likely to be attacked in the 
courts unless the city gets the 88,000 square 
feet that.the lease provided, and unless Mr. 
Kesner agrees to pay the water rent, amount- 
ing to $860 a year. 

Mayor Dunne said he favored taking the 
matter into court unless Mr. Kesner entered 
into a new lease with the city, and the finance 
committee, after hearing an opinion from 
Assistant Corporation Counsel W. D. Barge, 
reached the same conclusion. ' 

“The city ought to go into the courts and 
have the lease set aside if there ls any way 
of doing it,”’ sald Mayor Dunne, “It was 
stated time and again that there were 88,000 
equare feet in the Kesner building, and that 
the rent was to be $1 a square foot. It now 
turns out that there are but 62,000 square 
feet of actual space in the Keener bullding.” 

“Proposition” and Lease Differ. 

A copy of the Kesner lease was compared 
with the original proposition submitted to 
the city by Mr. Kesner by the finance commit- 
tee. The proposition agreed to furnish water. 
This concession does not appear in the lease. 

“The city can require, in my judgment,” 
said Mr. Barge,* ‘that the clause relating 
to water be inserted in the lease as it was In 
the original proposition. As to the question 
of area, that is for the courts to decide. No 
officer of the city has authority to change the 
lease in that respect.”’ 

Chairman Frank I. Bennett and other mem- 
bers of the finance committee said they were 
in favor of going into court if necessary to 
enforce every right guaranteed to the city 
by Mr. Kesner in the original proposition. 

The special council investigating comit- 
tee, which took up the Kesner lease and 
other matters involving the integrity of 
aldermen, is still at work. 

‘Tl doubt if we will have reached conclu- 
sions by Thursday,’ said Chairman Richert 
of the committee. “I am not prepared to 
say what the report of the committee will 
be, but it will of course deal with every spe- 
cific charge that has been brought against an 
alderman. I am not clear in my own mind 
whether the Kesner lease is a matter for 
grand jury investigation. There has been 
evidence of neglect, but whether there is any 
evidence of criminality will be decided by the 
committee.’’ 

Bartzen Defines a “Grafter.” 

Commissioner Bartzen said he was satis- 
fied that he had proved all the charges he 
ever had made against any of the city alder- 
men. ; 

“ A grafter,’’ he defined, when urged, “fs 
a man who uses his political position for 
gain.”’ 

He said that he had no money or disposi- 
tion to continue the investigation. 

““T am not a reformer and I am not an 
angel,” he said. “‘I know when I have had 
enough. I don’t owe the city anything and it 
is not up to me to dig up any more evidence 
of grafting or irregularities by the alder- 
men.’’

Frank Rakowski Tells Grand Jury 
' How Three Patrolmen “Slugged” 
Him in Rawson Street Cell. 


An amazing tale of police brutality was 
retold to the gran@ jury yesterday during 
an investigation into the charges against 
three patrolmen, Stanley Birns, Vincent A. 
Altman, and Lewis Frederickson, formerly 
of the Rawson street station, who recently 
were dropped from the force for chaining a 
boy to the bars of a cell and shamefully 
beating him. 

The informant was the victim of the as- 
sault, Frank Rakowski, alias Martin, 111 
Cornelia street, who appeared. before the 
jury with his head bandaged and face cut 
as a result of the beating. 

“I was lying asleep in my cell when Po- 
liceman Birns pulled my hair and I woke 
up, startled; then one of them struck me in 
the face,” said tif witness. “I kept my 
distance so they could not reach me, and 
when they began to jolly me as though 
they didn’t mean any harm I came to the 
bars and shook hands with one of them—I 
think it was Altman. Then they pulled my 
hands roughly through the bars, manacled 
them around a bar, and, like so many canni- 
bals, gleefully began to taunt me. They 
pulled my hair, and when I cried out Altman 
struck me with a black jack, just above the 
eye. I begged for mercy, but they kept on 
beating me, remarking, ‘0, you will “ sase ”’ 
@ copper, will you?’ ”

attention of some of the men upstairs. I 
was released and sent to a hospital.”

NEW STORY OF DE RAYLAN 
AND HIS CHICAGO WIFE. 


Woman in Paterson, N. J., Tells How 
Supposed “Husband” Was Able to 
Keep His Secret. 


New York, Dec. 29.—[Special.]—A remark- 
able story of the domestic life of Nicholas De 
Raylan, who had three “ wives,’ and whem 
he died was found to be a woman, was told 
today by Mrs. Lucy Kwitschoff of Paterson, 
N. J. For nearly a year she lived in the De 
Raylan household. 

It was in the early part of 1902, after be- 
ing compelled to leave her husband, that Mrs. 
Kwitechoff entered the De Raylan home to 
do fancy sewing. At that time the De Ray- 
lans were Hving at 502 California avenue, 
Chicago. Mrs. Kwitschoff said: 

“TIT am convinced Mre. De Raylan never 
knew that her husband was a woman. It 
was her belief that his neglect of her was 
due to his infatuation for other women. She 
loved him with a passion that only Russian 
women can digplay. The Mre. De Raylan I 
know was the one from whom the supposed 
husband obtained a divorce in 1903. 

* One thing I noticed was that De Raylan 
never took his wife.out with him. They 
never appeared in public together. Mrs. De 
Raylan told me that during their married 
life they never had been companions as hus- 
band and wife usually are. With tears in 
her eyes she one day took me to her husband’s 
room, and, throwing herself upon the bed, 
cried out between her sobs that in reality she 
never had been a wife to the man she loved 
above all others in the world. 

“When her grief had subsided, Mrs. De 
Raylan confided to me that before the mar- 
riage ceremony her husband told her he was 
a sufferer from consumption. He compelled 
her to agree that she should never incur the 
danger of contracting the disease by becom- 
ing any more than his wife in name only.” 
Mrs. Kwitschoff said Mrs. De Raylan was 
a large woman and that she beat her little 
husband frequently.

Chief Bailiff Hunter Repeats Objection 
to Court Deputies Appointed Ex- 
cept by His Sanction. 


Chief Bailiff Hunter of the Municipal court 
repeated his determination yesterday to op- 
pose the pian of the elty civil service board 
to cause the appointment of bailiffs and 
clerks through the regular. civil service 
channels. 

“The Municipal court act was framed for 
no other purpose,” said Mr. Hunter, “ than 
to keep out of its service the large number 
of crooked constables who flourished under 
the old system. I cannot have men in the 
service of whom I know nothing.

‘“*T am not charging graft untill am sure of 
my facts,"’ said Commissioner O’Connell, 
*“ but the possibilities for an understanding 
between the inspectors and the man who was 
collecting $20 each from the property own- 
ers are quite evident. 

‘*In sparsely settled districts the city will 
not lay water mains unless the income from 
the property amounts to 10 cents a lineal foot 
for the mains laid. These five inspectors 
had reported after a survey that the prop- 
erty in Forty-third court would not produce 
more than an average income of 4 cents a 
lineal foot. We sent another inspector, and 
he found that the city could get an income 
of 12 cents a foot from the property, and the 
property owners were entitled to their water 
mains, 

*“ At the same time it wag learned that some 
loan agent, or special assessment shark— 
whatever you want to call him—had prom- 
ised a number of the property owners that 
he could have the mains laid if they would 
give him $20 each. Now I want to find out 
how he came to make such a promise. He 
must have beenaware that the property own- 
ers were entitled to the water, and that the 
city’s income would be over 10 cents a foot, 
How could he have this information unless 
he had been furnished with the true figures 
by the five inspectors? 


Palse Entries Easily Made. 

“Pollowing out this theory, it is easy to 
understand how a false report might have 
been made by the inspectors until Mr. Loan 
Agent had collected his $20 from each of the 
twenty-eight property owners. Then, when 
the money had been all collected, a new sur~ 
vey couldbe made and the property owners 
would get their. water.” 

The commissioner said that there were 
plenty of opportunities for graft in the water 
department, because it was.almost im possi- 
ble to keep a check on all the inspectors. He 
thought that false certificates of the income 
producing capacity of property might have 
been made in instances, although he had no 
evidence to support the belief.

In thé last year it cost the city $30.02 per 
capita to provide the public school children 
with an education. These figures are con- 
tained in a year end report made up by the 
school officials. ; 

This report shows that in the high schools 
and graded schools there are enrolled 266,- 
685 pupils, as against 264,367 last year. 
Teachers number 5,942, or 183 more than was 
required in 1905. In the high schools there 
are enrolled 12,483 pupils, a gain of but 170. 
There have been graduated from the high 
schools 1,166 pupils, while 11,644 were given 
certificates from the eighth grade. But one- 
third of the eighth grade pupils enter the 
high schools. 

The average salary paid the teachers is 
$880 a year, which is a little more than that 
of last year. 

The amount expended for educational pur- 
poses was $7,451,493.78. For salaries and 
superintendents $5,681,249.29 was paid out. 


Thousands of New Pupils. 
Accommodations for 18,914 additional pu- 
pils were made. To do this fourteen new 
schools, with a seating capacity of 14,600, 
and ten additions seating 4,224 pupils, were 
erected, at a cost of $3,050,000. The new 
buildings cost $2,963,000 and the additions

WOULD STAND BY U. 8. 


Tokio Advised There Must Be No 
Serious Trouble with 
America. : 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, Dec. 20.—Whitelaw Reld is 
reported to have said on a recent public oo- 
casion in New York that never was the 
friendly feeling of Hhelishmen towards 
Americans so cordial as now. Theambassa- 
dor undoubtedly made this declaration with 
perfect sincerity. Everything/in his rela- 
“tlons to British official and social circles in 
the last eighteen months.tends to confirm 


him in this belief. 

In contrast to this view, however, those 
best acquainted with the actual public opin- 
fon in this country are aware of a distinct 
cooling of British sentiment towards Amer- 


ica during the period named. 

Mr. Reid is not to be in any way criticised 
for failing to discover this significant change. 
It is only too obvious the American ambas- 
gador would be almost the last man in 
‘England to whom such an unpleasant de- 
velopment would be made known in his 
tntercourse with Englishmen. His unin- 
lightenment is further explained by the 
fact that the popular sentiment by no means 
‘Yeflects the British official attitude. 


‘If “United States and Japan Fight? 
. Good relations with the United States form 
the corner stone of British foreign policy. 
Mr. Reid has never asked the embarrassing 
‘questions at the foreign office respecting 
what would be Great Britain's attitude under 
ier treaty obligations in case of a rupture 
between America and Japan. If he had 
Gone so he would have received assurances 
that the possibility of Great Britain being 
G@ragged into war with the United States with 
Aher-allxy, Japan, was outside the range of 
practical events. 

He would also have received the frank ad- 
‘ ‘mission that the failure to provide against 
fuch a contingency was an oversight which 

he British government sincerely regrets. 
‘He would probably receive also a quiet hint 
that the Japanese government already is 
Zully- aware that under no circumstances 
could Great Britain contemplate any such 
unforeseen developments as the treaty of 1905 
imposes. . 

The.-real purposes of the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance are well understood by the contract- 
ing powers and the world at large. Neverthe- 
less, the acute embarrassment of the British 
‘position is realized and keenly felt in this 
sountry. It is recognized most significantly 
of all by the absolute silence of the press on 
the subject; English editors are fully aware 
-of the attentton which the ratter is receiving 
dm America, but not a word is said publicly, 
“nor wifi -there-be unless the difficulty be- 
“comes more acute, or until it is possible to 
announce some definite modification of the 
existing treaty.

Calls Americans Reckless. 

* While silent on this sore subject, criticism 
of things American continues to appear in 
new places in the British press. The Times 
today, for instance, intimates plainly that 
American business methods have become 
reckless, and hints at the danger of a-’col- 
lapse of the overboomed American prosperi- 
ty. The American people, more than all 
others, it says, need to remember the 
‘proverb, “ Something always happens to pre- 
went the tallest trees touching the sky.” 
The average American hates to see a dollar 
“doing nothing, so he provides himself with 
no reserve. Few Americans believe in a 
rainy day. Still, they have been drenched 
more than once. 

* One of the most curious signs of the happy 
self-confidence which many Americans feel 
in regard to their country,’ continues the 
‘Times, ‘“was afforded by Secretary Shaw 
in his recent report to congress. Secretary 
Shaw appears to have become so impressed 
with the importance of the post he occupies 
mot only to the welfare of the United States 
but to the world at large that he is ready to 
Play the universal financial providence. 


; Laughs at Shaw’s Plan. 

. “ We are not sure how much this view of 
the functions of the secretary of the treasury 
ie due to the personal equation of its present 
eccupant. It is, according to this remarkable

‘“*My discourse, delivered last Sunday in 
the cathedral of St. Paul, speaks for itself. 
It condemns unreservedly the associations 
of worship as proposed by the French gov- 
ermment and shows that the pope and the 
bishops were compelled by principle to re- 
ject such associations. No other recourse, 
I said, was open to the church in France 
than the rejection of the project of those 
associations at whatever sacrifice, and an 
appeal to the people of France, 

“If a word of blame for the clergy and 
Catholics of France seemed to be spoken, it 
was that heretofore, through a degree of 
passivity and supineness, and a lack of earn- 
est combination and union, they had allowed 
the electoral urns to send to the chamber a 
majority of radical and irreligious members. 

*“ But Catholics in France have received 
a lesson. And we confidently expect that 
they will heed it and rally round their altars 
and hearthstones with sufficient courage and 
united effort to insure the triumph of jus- 
tice and religion.’’ 

The archbishop pointed to dispatches from 
Paris in this evening’s papers as a further 
indication of the willingness of the support- 
ers of the government to use misrepresenta- 
tion and falsehood. 

“ According to these dispatches,’’ he said, 
‘“‘M. Briand puts the blame of the whole 
conflict upon the unwillingness of the church 
to accept. the régime of the common law, 
accusing her of seeking special favors and 
privileges. The church demands no favors, 
no privileges—only fair play and reasonable 
liberty. 

“It is easy to juggle with words, and give 
the name of common law to rank oppres- 
sion. As the pope has said emphatically: 

“*Let us have separation of the church 
from the state in France, but let us have it 
as it is had in the United States.’ I may 
add: 

“ Let us have in France associations or cor- 
porations for the holding of ecclesiastica] 
property, but let us have them as we have 
them in the United States, where the law re- 
spects the vital principles of the church, 
does not subject it to state absolutism, but 
allows it .to live and work according to its 
recognized constitution. ‘ The common law’ 
sounds well, but such charmed words must 
not be made to clo&k oppression and in- 
justice.”

Richest Woman in England Nearing 
End from Pneumonia—Queen and 
Princess Send Regards.

PARIS, Dec. 20.—With all its home prob- 
lems, of which the chief is the religious ques- 
tion, France does not neglect the politica] 
developments in the’ United States. 

A statement was published in one of the 
last editions this week that President Roose- 
velt was losing popularity, largely through 


his advocacy of federal supremacy over 
state rights and partly to his general de- 
sire to dominate everywhere. 

Gil Blas seizes the opportunity to be 
amused. It says: 

** Roosevelt is becoming unpopular and we 
don’t Know it. The news comés via Eng- 
land, Alas, it ig London that informs us. 
New York neglects Paris. Paris and New 
York have direct relations and special wires 
only with London. Are we so inferior to the 
Anglo-Saxons and rest of the world? 


Suddenness Causes Suspicion. 


“I blush that President Roosevelt is re- 
proached with being in the way and with 
wishing to be the whole government, to con- 
centrate in himself/the legislative, executive, 
and judicial powers, and to reform spelling, 
and with bothering Ambassador McCor- 
mick. 

‘*‘ All this should have taken some minutes. 
Has it resulted instantaneously, this unpop- 
ularity, to cause its transmission by a spe- 
cial wire to the last edition? I ask myself 
and wonder if it is true.”’ 

The Siecle also discusses imperialism in the 
United States, saying: 

“The struggle between imperialism and 
federalism has begun. The first will draw 
the support of those who dream of military 
glory and all the ambitions which for thirty 
centuries have made blood flow in Europe 
and the utter vanity of which the wiser Euro- 
peans are beginning to understand. 


Some Cling to Traditions. 

“To the second will remain faithful those 
who preserved the traditions of the great 
statesmen of America and the ideal of the 
founders of the great pacific consideration 
of the United States of America.

FAIRCHILD IN ROME EXPLAINS 
DEAL THAT CAUSED INDICTMENT 


President of Trust Company Asserts 
His Concern Carried Stocks So They 
Should Not Be Sold at a Loss. 


ROME, Dec. 290.—Charies 8. Fairchild, for- 
mer secretary of the United States treas- 
ury, who with George W. Perkine of New 
York was indicted yesterday by the grand 
jury at that.city on charges of forgery in the 
third degree in connection with the affairs 
of the New York Life Insurance company, 
has been in Rome for three weeks. When 
informed of the action of the grand jury, 
Fairchild said: 

“TI have just received a cable message 
from my lawyers in the United States giving 
me a summarized report of the proceedings. 
I shall anewer that I personally derived no 
profit from the traneactione on which the 
indictments are based, which were entirely 
for the benefit of the policy holders of the 
New York Life Insurance company. 

“ The matters referred to are probably in 
connection with the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern and the St. Paul railroad securities, of 
which the insurance company held large 
amounts. Under its bylaws the company, it 
was believed, must have removed the stocks 
from its assets. As it could not sel) such 
large amounts of inactive stocks without 
serious loss, it apparently requested the 
trust company. of which I am president, to 
take these stocks and hold them until an 
advantageous sale could be made. The books 
of the trust company show that these stocks 
were taken. 

* Subsequently, for some reason the hold- 
ings were changed into the form of loags to 
individuals. Later, lam told, the stocks were 
sold with a profit of several hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to the policy holders 
of the insurance company, with no profit 
or advantage to any other company or tndi- 
vidual, ' 

“ The transaction took place long ago and 
I cannot now be certain about the details. 
What I state is based upon a recent inspec- 
tion of the books of the trust company, and 
from .statements made to me by others. I 
have no recollection of any affair connected 
with Prusrian bonds.”’

Revolution in Whisky Labeling. 

Just at the present time the greatest revo- 
lution/in labels and possibly in processes of 
man re ig likely to come over the ques- 
tion of the proper branding of spirituous 
liquors, which are compounded or blended 
out of different substances. In many cases 
the so-called blended whiskies are probably 
not any more injurious than pure whiskies, 

but the department has taken the ground, 

and still holds it, although the subject is 
open, that a quid which is not pure whisky, 
no matter how harmless, cannot be called 
whisky whether it is described as blended 
or not. 

For instance, in one sample submitted to 
the department there was 49 per cent of 
bourbon whisky and 51 per cent of neutral 
spirits of alcohol. These two substances 
made up the‘full bulk of the article. although 
burnt sugar was used for coloring and prune 
juice for flavoring, neither of which increased 
the volume to any great extent. 

Under the ruling of the department at pres- 
ent such a mixture cannot be legally labeled 
blended whisky, because alcohol when dilut- 
ed with water to a proper proof for consump- 
tion and artificially colored and flavored does 
not become whisky, but a spurious imitation 
of whisky, so that the mixture of such an imi- 
tation with the genuine article cannot be ré- 
garded as a mixture of “ like substances ” 
within the letter and spirit of the law. 


Makers in a Panic. 


The compounders of whisky are making a 
desperate effort to induce the department to 
modify this ruling. They epent money 
abundantly when the bill was up in the house 
and thought they had secured a wording 
which would enable them to label their 
product * blended whisky.”’

District Attorney Says Marks Left in 
Houses Implicate Entire Negro Bat- 
talion in Shooting Affray. 


zalveston, Tex., Dec. 29.—[Special.]—M. C. 
McLemore, a United States district attorney, 
who makes frequent visits to Brownsville, 
claims that personal investigation after the 
shooting up of that city by negro soldiers con- 
vinced him that the first volley of shots came 
direct from the barracks. He said today: 

“The attack was premeditated and well 
organized and the first volley, which shat- 
tered Louis Cowan's house, came from the 
second story of the barracks, as indicated by 
the course of the bullets. .neshots were not 
intended for Cowan's house, but for the house 
of Fred Tate, the inspector who had knocked 
a negro soRier down for jostling a lady. 

“It is indicated that the whole battalion 
was implicated, because the shots could not 
have been fired without the sentry and others 
about the fort hearing them. I cannot under- 
stand why the corporal who held the gun 
rack key has not been called to account. [I 
am positive the entire battalion was either 
guilty of the actual shooting or had a guilty 
knowledge of it. 

“TI believe that the president was justified 
in dishonorably discharging the entire com- 
mand.’’ 


Lone Negro in Three Crimes. 


El! Reno, Okla., Dec. 29.—It is believed that 


the negro, supposed to be a soldier from 
Fort Reno, who last night held up and shot 
a Chinese laundryman here, was the same 
man who last week shot and seriously 
wounded Capt. Edgar A. Macklin. Late yes- 
terday a negro fitting the description of the 
Macklin assailant, attempted to hold up the 
railroad agent at Darlington, near here.

He shipped the cattle from Mexico to Can- 
ada, fattened them near Medicine Hat, and 
sold them to Canadian butchers. He looked 
after all his.own affairs. 

Beresford drank heavily until two years 
ago, when he and “ Lady Fico" took a cure 
in this city. Since then neither had been 
known to drink heavily. His principal asso- 
clates were bartenders and hackmen when 
he came to town. 

Once Arrested with Negress. 

She always came to E} Paso with him. He 
once was arrested and fined for appearing 
on the streets with her. 

Coming to America with a few hundred 
pounds, he bought up ranch Jands in Mexico 
at comparatively nothing and stocked them 
with blooded cattle. He prospered to such an 
extent that it will require months to appraise 
his estate.

According to the story told by Mrs. Lewis, 
her friend for years, Mrs. Parker was taken 
to the home of Washington by her mother, 
who wes a nurse in a family of South Caro- 
lina, and which was visiting the president. 
She came to Chicago In 1868, and has lived 
here ever since. She made occasional visits 


to relatives in Washington, and at those 


times she saw the presidents.

He was born 
in Italy in 18386 and was created a cardinal 
in 1901.

The deaths of Cardinals Cavagnis and 
Tripepi have made a deep impression on 
Pope Pius. No one in the vatican can recall 
the sudden demise of two cardinals on the 
same day in the same city. Both prelates 
were cardinal deacons, and both were ap- 
pointed by Leo XIII. at the consistory held 
on April 15, 1901. According to a belief of the 
people, cardinals die in groups of three. 

Among the cardinals seriously {ll at the 
present time are Martinelli, Casseta, and 
Gennari, There are now sixteen vacan¢éies 
in the sacred college. This makes almost 
imperative the nomination of new cardinals 
at the next consistory.

No World Beaters Out. 

No world beating trotters or pacers at & 
mile were out this year. It is of course time 
that Dan Patch paced a mile back of the 
wind shield in 1:55, but the wind shield idea 
has been barred by both the National and 
‘American Trotting associations, so that 
marks of that character no longer go on the 
books. One result of this ruling Js that the 
1:55% of Dan Patch, made in 1905, will in all 
probability never be equaled, and some other 
performance of like character will also hold 
their place, because as matters now are ar- 


ranged the harness horse trying for a time 
record cannot use the wind shield, or similar 


- device, and naturally no horse without’ some 


such device is going to equal the 1:58% of Lou 
Dillon at the trot or the 1:55 of Dan Patch. 
The fastest mile trotted this year was the 
2:02 of Sweet Marie, but all the new world's 
records are embraced in the above table. The 
horses making them, it will be noticed, are 
practically all trotting bred, and most of 
them are by stallions with creditable records 
at the trot. Sweet Marie’s race record, a 
shade better than 2:04, may be beaten almost 
any season, and the fact that George G., a 
2:05% trotter over a grand circuit mile track 
when at his best, was able to step a haif 
mile track in 2:08% shows that whenever the 
owners of really fast horses take up the mat- 
ter in earnest the half mile records of the 
present day will go glimmering. Solon Grat- 
tan’s 2:10% in a race over a half mile track 
is another mark that will likely be displaced, 


Brenda Yorke Trotting Bred. 


Brenda Yorke, which set the mark for 3 
year old pacing fillies at 2:04, Is, like most 
good horses of her way of going, strictly 
trotting bred, she being by Moko, dam by 
Simmons, thus making her trace direct to 
George Wilkes on both sides of her pedi- 
gree, through such good stallions as Baron 
Wilkes and Simmons. Flora Directum, the 
only other 8 year old pacing filly which 
showed anything like the speed of Brenda 
Yorke this year, is lilkewise the product 
of trotting blood, she being by the cham- 
pion trotting stallion Directum and out 
eof a mare by a son of Almont. The best 
8 year old pacing gelding of the year'‘is 
Kelly, 2:10, and he Is all trotting biood, 
being by Baronmore, 2:14%, dam Miss Van 
Tassell, 2:20%. by Don Wilkes (son of Aloy- 
one), 2:24%. 

Ecstatic, whose 2:01% in a race is the 

best for a pacing mare, displacing the 
'2:02% of The Broncho, made earlier in 
the season, is trotting bred to the back- 
bone, being by the Wilkes horse Oratorio, 
2:18, and. out of a record mare by Harold, 
sire of the champion Maud 8. Ecstatic. in 
addition to having wonderful speed, can 
likewise go out and wiggie three fast heats 
in a row when the conditions are right, as 
witness the way in which she disposed of a 
crack field at Lexington last October, two 
of her three heats being better than 2:05, 
and the opening mile in 2:04 fiat. 


Bolivar a Freaky Pacer. 
Bolivar, which equaled The Broncho’s race 
record of 2:00%, is a freaky sort of pacer in 
the matter of showing his true speed, and the 
day he took down a championship was the 
only one in his whole racing career that he 
really sat down and tried for all he was worth 
from wire to wire. Bolivar is a double 


Wilkes, beirig a grandson of George Wilkes, 


and out of a mare by another grandson, and 
his track work demonstrates the wonderfvi 
potency of the Wilkes blood in the matter 
of producing speed at the pace. 

As a matter of fact, George Wilkes, head 
of the tribe, albeit the champion trotting 
stallion of hie day, could go fully as fast at 
the pace as at the trot. But in those days 
pacers were in no way fashionable for the 


road, and at what race meetings were given 


there was no appropriation for the pacers. 
In fact, notwithstanding what Pocahontas 
and other famous pacers of the remote past 
accomplished in the speed line, horses of that 
gait were not given recognition by track 


managers until] well into the seventies, when ‘ 


the management of the Cleveland track was 

induced to cater to the sidewheelers to the 

extent of a small purse for Sleepy George 

and two or three others capable of pulling 

the old fashioned sulkies a shade better than 
:20. 


Hobbles Help ‘Racer’s Gait. 


With money hung up for the pacers, there 
was an immediate increase in the supply of 
such nags, and trainers no longer put forth 
all their efforts to make a natural pacer hit 
a trot and stick to it, as was the case with 
the champion trotting stallion Smuggler and 
many others of less note. It soon developed 
that the trot and the pace were interchange- 
able gaits in every sense of the word, and 
with the advent of more than enough ready 
made trotters to fill the program at every 
meeting the pacers came into their own. 
Bolivar, Uke some other champions at his 
gait, wesrs the hobbies, and wears them 
tight, but he is a breedy looking horse and 
will try hard when beaten. Another thing 
that makes him unique among the champions 
is the fact that at times he goes fou! gaited 
behind, having a sort of hop and run, to 
which he resorts when not able to hold his 
own at a clean gait. 

Italia and My Star, which are pseudo cham- 
pions to the extent that they hold faster 
records than any other pacers were able to 
acquire during their first season on the turf, 
are trotting bred, and the first named was 
trained three or four years az a trotter, finally 
taking a record better than 2:15 at that way 
of going. She was not, however, a really 
high class performer in those days, and it was 
said she had a weak heart. However this 
may be, when the hobbles were put on the 
mare she roiled over into a chipper pace, and 
among the green sidewheelers last year was 
fair sort of goods. Her record of 2:04% was 
made over the pacers’ own track at Colum- 
bus, O., and in a race where she met Ardelle. 
a mare which she never could beat enough 
heats in one afternoon to take down the first 
money. Her one heat better than 2:05, there- 
fore, while showing Italia’s speed, is rather, 

as to her class, she being nothing 
like so good a race pacer as Ardelle, 
which came out green last year, won the 
Chamber of Commerce stake and other im- 
portant events, but did not take a mark 
better than 2:05.

New York Billiard Critics Think the 
Youngster Has Forfeited 18.} 
Balk Line Championship. 


New York. Dec. 29.—[Special.]—Whether 
there is a champion at 18.1 style balk line 
billiards is the question being debated by 
amateur and professional patrons of the 
game. The prevailing opinion is that the 
championship has lapsed and the trophy 
which Willle Hoppe won from Maurice Vig- 
naux and successfully defended in challenge 
contests with George F. Slosson and Jacob 
Schaefer has reverted to the donors. 

This situation is the outcome of a chal- 
lenge to Hoppe, issued by George Sutton. 
Hoppe did not properly protect his title, while 
Sutton agreed not to enforce the proper rec- 
ognition. of his challenge, which is dated 
Dec. 14, and supported by a forfeit, required 
under the rules governing the chanipionship. 
Hoppe had ten daj}s in which to accept and 
post his forfeit. Instead he asked for an 
extension of ten days, to which Sutton 
agreed, with the stipulation that he not be 
compelled to waive any of his rights. 

There is authentic information now that 
Hoppe has decided to go abroad and relin- 
quish the trophy, for the possession.of which 
Sutton, notwithstanding his stipulation, is 
not conceded to have a valid claim. 

Having received an offer of an engagement 
to play in the academy at Amsterdam, Hol- 
land, for a period.of four months, the con- 
tract to provide compensation at the rate of 
$30 per day and expenses going and return- 
ing, Hoppe—or, more strictly speaking, it is 
said, his father—sought to evade the re- 
quirements of the championship in order to 
have time to investigate the foreign induce- 
ment and campare its value with the pros 
pective value of a match with Sufton.. The 
latter assented to the evasion, and asa re- 
sult will not realize either the forfeit or 
match..and is not likely to acquire the em- 
blem he sought. 


George Sutton was much put out when he learned 
that the donors of the 18.1 championship trophy 
wouhl not recognize him ae the champion at the 
style of game, although they admitted Wille 
Hoppe had. forfeited. Sutton claims he posted his 
forfeit when he challenged Hoppe for the title, and 
that he gave Willie ten days to cover his forfeit 
simply for the benefit of the game. Now thet 
Hoppe has arranged to go to Amsterdam, Suttdén 
believes he forfeited the championship and that he, 
as challenger and having lived up to the agreement 
of his challenge, is entitled to the tith. Further- 
more, he says he will defend the title against all 
challengers.

IN BIG YACHTING EVENTS. 


Feature, of the Season Is Series for the 
Roosevelt Trophy—Cherry Circle 
Wins the Lipton Cup in Chicago. 


[BY JOHN G. DE LONG.] 

A retrospect of the 1906 yachting calendar 
shows the sport has lost none of its popu- 
larity. On the contrary, Corinthian sailing 
gained strength all along the line, and many 
new devotees were added to the ranke of the 
amateur sailors. EveryWhere within. the 
boundaries of the United States where yacht- 
ing is the vogue complacency reigns. 
Despite the fact that Sir Thomas Lipton 
deferred his challenge for the historic Amer- 
ica’s cup and prevented a meeting between 
the ninety footers of England and this coun- 
try, nevertheless there were a number of 
races of international interest. 
Because the interest of Emperor William 
and President Roosevelt was enlisted in the 
fixture the series of races sailed at Marbie- 
head in August between six German anda like 
number of American boats for the Roosevelt 
cup was important. The trophy was won by 
Vim, representing the American Yacht club 
of New York. Two long ocean cruising races 
were among the features of thesummer. On 
May 26 the Brooklyn Yacht club started its 
race from New York to Bermuda, and on the 
afternoon of June 3 Tamerlane won the con- 
test. .The transpacific. international racers 
left San Diego June 11, and the schooner 
Lurline was the first to crose the finishing line 
at Honolulu June 28. 
Western amateur tars enjoyed the best 
season known in several years, both on the 
great lakes and the chain of smaller inland 
bodies of water. The newly formed North- 
western association held its first annual 
regatta at Lake Geneva on Aug. 8, 9, and 10, 
and the affair was an unqualified success, 
with fifty boats cOmpeting. The ninth an- 
nual regatta of the Inland Lakes Yachting 
association was held at Oshkosh, on Lake 
Winnebago, Aug: 27-31. Ten clubs had 
entries nominated and Troubador and 
Gopher, both from the White Bear club, car- 
ried off the class A and B championships 
respectively. 
Chicago yachtsmen feel justly proud of the 
1906 record. All three of the leading local 
clubs—the Columbia, Chicago, and Jackson 
Park organizations—carried out all of their 
fixtures to successful conclusions and were 
busy from the opening of navigation until 
late in the fall.

r . American Girl Whip Denies Charges of 


Her Countrymen That French 
Drivers Are Cruel.

I love to hear the crack of whips, as it 
adds to the gayety and liveness of the cap- 
fiel. Another thing I would remind. my 
countrywomen of is that the cabman spends

force of the blow is spent. 

“There are horses, too, which need whip- 
ping. I have one myself which was badly 
troken when young and which I am obliged 
‘to punish séverely sometimes. Let me add 
another word to my tender hearted American 
women friends. If they hear. a great deal of 
noise in the whip cracking, they can be cer- 
tain that the horse does not suffer much, but 
if they hear a swish then they may be on the 
lookout for cruelty.

ORGANIZE TO AID TOURISTS 

TRAVELING IN GERMANY. 

Association Founded Which Will Warn 
Visitors as to Deficiencies in Hote! 
and Traffic Accommodations. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]’ 
{[Copyright: 1906: By the New York Herald.] 
BERLIN, Dec. 20.—An association for the 

protection of travelers in Germany to be 
founded Jan. 1 by Duke Adolf Frederick 
of Mecklenburg, intends to adopt various 
preliminary measures. Central and branch 
bureaus of inquiry offices will be estab- 
lished at which members can obtain infor- 
mation, advice, and instructions before or 
during journeys. Negotiations will be en- 
tered at the principal hotels, boarding 
houses, and tourist’ offices for improved 
methods of traveling. For example, there 
will be certain hotels in every town at which 
@ traveler will receive a discount, 10 per cent 
cent of the amount of which can be devoted to 
customary “tips,” thus obviating the dis- 
agreeable necessity of having to “tip” each 
individual servant. Existing drawbacks in 
traveling will be attacked in word and deed 
Dy warning travelers, by written complaints 
to the authorities as to deficiencies and irreg- 


. ularities in traffic, and through petitions to 


competent authorities for improved service 
and facilities. 

_ An illustrated journal will be publishea 
to represent associations’ interests abroad, 
in which communications of every nature 
‘willbe made to different members. A 
“biack list’ of hotels will be published 80 
members will be duly warned and all com- 
plaints made before the association will be 
investigated. This applies especially to au- 
tomobilists, yachtsmen, and sportsmen, who 
through the shortness of their sojourn in the 

country are unable to lay a complaint before 
the proper authorities. Subscription to the 
association membership is open to foreign- 
ers.

road museum in Germany was opened this 
week in an old railroad building on the Inva- 
liden strasse, formerly connecting Hamburg 
and Berlin. Every phase of railroad devel- 
opment in the last fifty years is shown. The 
building has been entirely rebuilt for this 
purpose. Before the entry portal is an alle- 
gorical representation in oil indicating the 
purposes of the museum. Depots, locomo- 
tives, etc., showing the development of raifl- 
roading in Germany from 1943 to the present 
time are exhibited. Many of the things 
shown were on exhibition at the St. Louls 
world’s fair. 

Real American Indians, appearing at the 
present time at the Circus Schumann, are 
causing the’ Berlin police much trouble. Last 
night six of the dusky warriors, in company 
of a white, went on a protracted bummel. 
They visited several saloons, and after feel- 
ing quite lively went in the street and made 
much noise. Next they visited one of the 
leading cafés and began a fight with the 
proprietor. He had to call in the police, and 
one of the Indiane was taken to the police 
station. 

The same Indians yesterday accepted the 
invitation of the Berlin Ethnological society, 
where they were greeted by 200 of the leading 
scientists. They were asked to shout some 
war cries into a phonograph intended forthe 
kaiser’s collection. The monarch rewarded 
them for their trouble by pocketbooks, each 
of which contained a 20 mark gold piece. 
The Indiane were also much pleased after 
receiving a box of cigars and cigarets from 
the society of which they were the guests. 


Indians Cause Novel Demand. 

The presence of these Indians in Berlin has 
greatly aroused the youth of this city and 
hundreds are seen dally at thecircus. What 
is worse, awa result of the visit of the dusky 
warriors, the demand for yellow backed 
novels ig increasing. Only a few days ago 
two boys, the sons of the secretary of the 
Potsdam chamber of commerce, informed 
their parents that they had left to go to 
America to fight the Indians. However, as 
their means was limited, they did not get 
far, and after a few days telephoned their 
father to send them money to come back.

LATE FRENCHMAN OF LETTERS 
- ONCE A THEATER CLACQUER. 


Ferdinand Brunetiere, Editor of Revue 
des Deux Mondes, Had Hard Time to 
Get Start in Life. 


PARIS, Dec. 20.—M. Ferdinand Brune- 
tiére, editor of the Revue des Deux Mondes, 
who died the other day, at one time was a 
clacquer, in the early days of his struggles 
against poverty, when no one dreamed that 
he would become one of the most influential 
of immortals. He loved the drama, but he 
could not afford to pay the price of a good 
seat. 

At the Thé@tre Francaisthe made a friend 
of the chef de clacque, who used to let M. 
Brunetiére-a seat in.ethe pit for 1 franc, for 
which he would have had to pay 2% francs at 
the box office. 3 

Born. in Toulon in 1849, the son of a poor 
naval officér, hé went to Paris when 18 years 
old’ to prepare for admission to the Hicole 
Normale. But he failed two years later to 
pass the entrance examination. ._He had read 
Darwin and Comte and other contemporanse- 
ous thought and philosophy. This know!l- 
edge crowded out the dry as dust stuff with 
which candidates for the école were 
crammed. Seventeen years later he became 
the professor of French language and liter- 
ature at the institution.

INVENTS CODE THAT SAVES 
THREE-FOURTHS IN TELEGRAPH 


Englishman So Arranges Alphabets of 
World That Long Messages May Be 
Sent at Greatly Reduced Price. 


LONDON,. Dec. 20.—An ingenious tele- 
graph code has been devised by Walter Cooke 
of Boston, Lincolnehire, which, he asserts, 
will reduce the world’s telegraph bille by 
three-quarters. 

“TI can save 75 cents'on the dollar,” said 
Cooke. “Ag I have coded the alphabets, as 
well as words, my code applies to any lan- 
guage. It may be used for newspaper mes- 
sages, stock exchange quotations, racing 
news, and anything you require. For exam- 
ple, take thie message: 

**The riding of Ferreira and his party of 
eleven Boer marauders from the Anglo-Ger- 
man frontier into North Cape Colony Is be- 
ing taken too seriously, not to say scarily, 
in Capetown.’ 

“There you have thirty-two words. Ini 
my code telegram there are only nine, for it 
would read: 

“*Paseimayba dakaumaxba baimoicapa 
railowia gavaveai keadatars alaulasara 
roakader Ferreira.’ 

“In my system words do not stand for set 
phrases. Fractions and figures are ex- 
pressed easily and simply in it. Laffan's 
agency has aJready adopted one of my codes 
for intricate quotations. 

“In one word, say, ‘ vatakaba,’ Ican send 
the arrivals of sixteen horses for a race and 
give the starters. 

“Let us suppose you have a ten. word mes- 
sage to send to Uruguay, which will cost 
about $8.90 a word, At the usual rate it 
would cost, you $39, but I could put it in three 
words, which would cost $12.” 


POISONED BOMBS AND DEADLY 
LETTERS TERRORISTS’ AIDS. 


Russian Police Discover That Infernal 
Machines Are Made Doubly Mortal— 
Missive Sprinkled with Fatal Powder 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 29.—For a bong 
time it has been rumored that the bombs 
thrown in this city end at Moscow must be 
poisoned. Now there is no doubt left, a 
woman’s flat having just been searched by 
the police with the result that a number of 
cylinders were found of so. unusual a thick- 
ness that experts at once said they were in- 
tended to contain a strong poison. 

Bombs of this form are filled with com- 
pressed air, carbonic acid, or any other gas. 
This is the reason why one bomb will blow 
several persons into fragments. - 

Hxperts affirm that horses which have died 
without an incised wound have been the vic- 
tims of the same instruments. It is affirmed 
that a man hit with even a small piece of 
sucha bomb cannot live,. as acute blood 
poisoning immediately sets in. 

Letters are now treated in the same way.

flat. His wife opened it. Almost immediate- 
ly she fell.in 4 faint,.and died four hours

Not the least of the advantages enjoyed by 
the Canadian west over the new states south 
of the border when they were young, too, is 
the steady overflow from the United States 
into the unoccupied regions on the dominion 
side of the line of the settler class, experi- 
enced in pioneering and the conditions of 
life om the vast stretches of prairie land 
which are being transformed so rapidly Into 
wheat areas and modern farms. With the 
movement of men and capital from eastern 
Canada, the United States, the united king- 
dom, and other countries into the Canadian 
west, the coming year in Canada is clearly 
enough destined to witness a development 
unparalleled since the early days in the 
lands south of the Hne and west of the Mis- 
siseippi. 

; Cost of Prince’s Visit. 

Prince Arthur of Connaught did not intend 
to be the guest of Canada on hie trip through 
the dominion on his way back te England 
from his visit to the emperor of Japan. At 
his own desire and that of the king he was to 
be saved the labor and inconvenience of pub- 
lic addresses and fatiguing functions by be- 
ing allowed to remain in a semi-private capa- 
city, appearing only at a few fixed public 
functions. But later on a change was made 
in the arrangements and the prince became 
the guest of the etate, lodged at Government 
house, and was given a fishing party up the 
Gatineau and other trips, and a military turn- 
out, the expenditures for which by the coun- 
try now eppear in the auditor general's re- 
port. 

The excursion up the Gatineau cogt $495, 
the railway tripe a little under $3,000, guards 
of honor $1,127, expenses of staff $200, of 
detectives $208, tips, telegrams, books, and 
stationery $1,200, and other items brought the 
total to a trifle under $9,000. Canada came 
off cheaply on this occasion and would heve 
spent a good deal more for the pleasure 
seeing and entertaining so good @ fellow as 
Prince Arthur without making a fuss over 
it, had he felt inclined to accept all the hos- 
pitalities the people wer¢ disposed to shower 
upon him as the near relative of the king. 


Refers to Catholic War. 

A circular letter has been issued by the 
archbishop of Ottawa to the Roman Catholic 
clergy of the archdiocese, referring to the 
situation of the Roman Catholic church in 
France. The archbishop intimates that the 
action of the present French government in 
regard to the church willbe reversed. After 
recounting recent events, which he describes 
as of a nature to “sadden the hearts of the 
ehildren of the. church of Christ,’’. he pro- 
ceeds: 

** Let us not despair, however, for the epis- 

copate and the French clergy follow with an 
admirable obedience the directions of the 
holy pontiff, directions which are ineapired by 
the most sacred of duties. Thesecret of the 
victory has been found, To obey the pope 
is to assure the triumph, The Catholics will 
ro doubt group themselves around their pas~ 
tors and will foree the government to enact 
new laws whereby Hberty will be restored to 
the church. We will ask the God of peace 
and charity to extend to all the enemies of 
Christendom true peace and true charity, so 
being converted they will deserve to have 
their sing remitted. Let us pray him to de- 
fend with his invincible arm the church, the 
pastors he has established and the faithful 
against the attempts of the wicked." 
' Ags soon as possible after the reassembling 
of parliament H. R. Bmmerson, minister of 
railways and canals, will introduce a bill, to 
take effect on the ist of April next; to estab- 
lish an annuity fund for the employés of the 
government railwaye in Canade. The gov- 
ernment will have power to contribut® to the 
provident fund out of the groseé earnings of 
the railways such a sum yearly, not exceeding 
$100,000 in each year, as may be deemed ad- 
visable.

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A LEGAL CONUNDRUM. 

Penal laws should be of general appli- 
¢ation within the jurisdiction of the body 
—s them. That is the opinion of the 
Illinois Supreme court. Once the legisla- 
ture enriched the criminal code with a 
Section making the selling of pools illegal, 
With a proviso that the act should not 
apply to the actual inclosure of fair or 
facetrack associations. The Supreme 
court held that it was not in the power 
‘of the general assembly to make an act 
criminal on one side of a fence and inno- 
cent on the other.

The New York Life Insurance com- 

pany, with which they were connected, 
owned some railroad stock. As long as 
it held the stock the company could not 
do business in Prussia. The Prussian 
government was notified that the stock 
had been soki, whereas it was merely 
transferred to a eubsidiary company, 
where it was held in trust for about a 
year and was then actually disposed of. 
To cover up the transaction false entrics 
were made on the books of the insurance 
company. It is because of these entries 
that the two men were indicted by a re- 
luctant grand jury for forgery - the 
third degree. 
The grand jurors, as appears from 
their presentment, were of the opinion 
that it was a case of “‘a little evil for a 
great good.” They lay stress on the 
fact that neither Mr. Perkins nor Mr. 
Fairchild was benefited pecuniarily by the 
transactions, but that the stockholders 
were benefited. If the railroad shares 
had been sold when it was pretended they 
were, $150,000 less would have been ob- 
tained for them than the sum they we-e 
finally sold for. | 

The grand jury bestows no thought on 

the deception practiced on the Prussian 
government for the purpose of getting 
business in Prussia. Perhaps it thinks 
that was excusable because the object was 
to make money for the stockholders. That 
is a plea which may be used successfully 
in a criminal court, but it cannot be in a 
court of morals. It was not necessary 
for the’ New York Life to resume busi- 
ness in Prussia. It was free to keep its 
railroad shares and keep out of Prussia. 
If the responsible officers of the company 
had been men of strict honor they wouid 
have scorned to decelve the Prussian 
government, even to make money for 
their stockholders. They would have had 
more respect for honest bookkeeping and 
the laws of the state than to stoop to 
false entries, even though they them- 
eelves were not the beneficiaries. 
Loyalty to stockholders is indeed a vir- 
tue. There have been many men in the 
world of business and finance who have 
lacked that virtue. But when loyalty ‘s 
earried to the point of false statements 
and false entries, it ceases*to be a virtue 
and may become an indictable offense. 


STUPID STREET SWEEPING. 

In a communication to Tus Trisun2 
a woman, volunteering to speak for the 
women of Ohicago, enters “a strong pro- 
test against having almost the entire dirt 
and dust from the Chicago dirty streets 
swept into our faces.” Sue admits thar 
the men are doubtless accustomed to the 
nuisance and are meek enough to en- 
dure it; but she asserta that the women 
must not be expected to put up patiently 


erated in a second class city and she cal!s 
for such change im street cleaning meth- 
ods as will do away with the miseries of 
“dry sweeping.” 

Notwithstanding . the correspondent’s 
tribute to the humility of man it may be 
safely assumed that men will join with 
women in condemnation of a system of 
cleaning that is as disgraceful as the or- 
dinary condition of the streets them- 
selves. In the old days of the sweeping 
machines there was saving grace in the 
fact that the streets were swept at hours 
of night or early morning when compara- 
tively few persons were abroad, but the 
man with the broom is now most active 
in his labors when he can be seen and 
admired by his superiors in office and 
execrated by the traveling population. He 
is an uncivilized and unqualified nuisance. 

The principle of correct street cleaning 
is not the transfer of dirt and dust from 
one point in a street to another, when the 
same result could be accomplished by the 
ordinary processes of wind. It is never 
contemplated by a well ordered city gov- 
ernment that the dust agitated by the 
cleaners’ brooms should be muhificently. 
bestowed on. the clothes of passing cit- 
izens or driven into their eyes and ears. 
An appearance of active industry is not 
necessarily an assurance of adequate serv- 
ice. ‘The commonest precaution would do 
away with an abomination that has no 
part in the administration of well con- 
ducted municipal affairs. If during dry 
periods the streets were properly sprinkled 
before the cleaners begin their deadly 
work the dirt could be easily accumulated 
in piles, all the inconvenience arising 
from flying dust would be avoided, and 
the farce of stirring up dirt merely to see 
it blow down the street from one cleaner 
to another would be ended. 

This expedient is so simple that pos- 
sibly it has been regarded unworthy the 
attention of those who.are grappling with 
mightier problems. But it is nevertheless 
the elmination of an evil that is an af- 
fliction to citizens and a source of amaze- 
ment and disgust to visitors. The corre- 
spondent is wholly justified in her com- 
plaint, and it would be well that some 
concerted movement, if necessary, should 
be made to procure the proper method of 
street cleaning. The occasional murmur 
is singularly ineffective in the correction 
of municipal wrongs. 


PHYSICAL CULTURE AND ATHIETICS. 
Among the gatherings of teachers for 
which the Christmas holidays afford op- 
portunity, that of the instructors of 
ysical culture perhaps deserves par- 
ticular notice because of a discussion in 
the Springfield meeting of the desirabi)- 
ity of emphasizing physical culture as 4 
means rather than as an end in itself. 
Athletics have been considered from 
almost every point of view during the 
last twelve months, college authorities 
everywhere having been active in  at- 
tempts to regulate the evils which have 
grown-up around competitive sports. In 
some places the theory has been advo- 
cated that it is an educational question, 
and the west has seen a deliberate agree- 
ment of ruling bodies of Chicago, Mich- 
igan, and Wisconsin universities not to 
permit any contests between teams rep- 
resenting their institutions until the feel- 
ing of bitterness which formerly marked 
such contests has given way to a cordial 
desire for friendly rivalry. For college 
presidents and professors to spend their 
time in talking “ football,” and “ eligibil- 
ity requirements,” and in discussions 
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of all the students. The one who can.

The thousand others who take ex- 
ercise under direction regularly each day, 
with the definite purpose of keeping the 
body in good condition while the mind is 
being trained, are unheard of through 
the papers. 

The chances are that a good deal cf 
the adverse criticism which has been di- 
rected against schools and colleges for 
excessive zeal in athletics would be sub- 
stantially modified if the critics knew 
more about the work in physica] culture 
as distinct from athletics. The institu- 
tions are already doing a large amount 
of quiet and effective work for the phys- 
ical betterment of the race. The in- 
structors are intelligent and skilled men 
and women, and their sanity is suggested 
by this midwinter appeal for the eecog- 
nition of the value of their work as an 
important accompaniment” of daily stu- 
dent life. The athlete becomes’ well 
known because of his particular prowess, 
but the rest of the students are not neg- 
lected because of the publicity and profit 
which attend participation In intercolle- 
giate contests. 


THE NEW YEAR’S NOISE NUISANCE. 


An attempt is to be made by the po- 
lice authorities to reduce as far as pos- 
sible the amount of useless noise which 
attends the coming of a new year. Ac- 
cording to orders every one who dis- 
charges a revolver, rifle, shotgun, or can 
non cracker on New Year’s eve is to be 
arrested. IThose who own factories, 
steamboats, or locomotives are to be 
urged not to permit the blowing of the 
steam whistles. Even the tin horns on 
the street are to be suppressed. 

There is no doubt that the midnight 
noise is a nuisance. It disturbs the rest 
of. thousands who care nothing for up- 
roarious jollity, and it has no significance 
in ordinary years. Now and then a year 
is to be specially marked, as was the 
centennial of 1876 or the beginning of a 
century. At such times there might be 
reason for an uproarious greeting to the 
new year and the new century. But ex- 
cept for such occasional notable reasons 
the celebration of the night reduces itself 
to a plain nuisance. 

There is little doubt, however, that 
more persons sit up to watch the old 
year out than was the custom formerly. 
Many of them meet within the loop dis- 
trict with the avowed purpose of having 
what they cal] a “big time.” Such peo- 
ple are not disturbed by any amount of 
noise. For them the noisier the revelry 
the greater the enjoyment. The enforce- 
ment of quiet Is not proposed in their 
interests, but for the sake of the home- 
keepers in the residence parts of the city 
whose sleep is murdered by the blowing 
of whistles at some distance from their. 
homes, perhaps, but none the less dis- 
turbing by reason of remoteness. 

If the citizens do not feel inclined to 
coBperate with the police authorities it 
will be practically impossible to suppress 
the noises. One policeman on an ex- 
tended beat would have a hard time try- 
ing to arrest the boys who fire revolvers 
or guns or blow tin horns. In like man- 
ner the engineer who bosses a steam 
whistle will make much noise unless his 
employer forbids it. But it seems pos- 
sible, if the people will help, to minimize 
the din, or at least to restrict it to those 
parts of the city where every one is in 
for an hour of hilarity. Much will be 
done if the owners of mills and fac- 
tories, and railroad spperintendents will 
order their employés to make no noise, 

The old time watch meeting, with its 
solemn prayer as the hour of midnight 
drew near, with its greetings at the 
stroke of twelve, and the ringing of the 
bells of the church, welcoming the new 
and the true, and bidding farewell to the 
old and the false, was a distinctly relig- 
ious affair. Now men parade the streets 
blowing horns or congregate in restau- 
rants. The secular has usurped its 
place. The present day New Year’s eve 
celebration is as different In character 
from the watch meeting as the noise of 
the piercing whistle is different from the 
mellowness of the bells at midnight. 
When a community shared the religious 
interest there was occasion for the meet- 
ing. Where only ‘a comparatively small 
number participate there is just reason 
for suppressing needless disturbance. 


MRS. SAGE’S ULTIMATUM. 

Expectant individuals who have hoped 
to profit by the fruits of Russell Sage’s 
industry and frugality, wherever their 
residence or whatever their claims, will 
find their agreeable ardor checked by a 
declaration from his widow defining the 
limitations of her intentions, After ex- 
pressing her amazement at the number of 
persons “of character and standing’”’ who 
continue to pester her with their appeals, 
she says: “ Whatever be the personal or 
family needs of poor people in Chicago, 
Boston, Baltimore, and Washington, I 
cannot be looked to to supply them. I 
have at my own doors plenty of-such ceseg 
which have a nearer claim upon me.” 

This is a direct intimation to such of 
our fellow citizens, even of “ character 
and standing,” as have been using up 
both time and stationery in appeals to 
Mrs, Sage that their claims are not likely 
to receive consideration. Notwithstand- 
ing her great wealth she is fully con- 
vinced that charity begins properly at 
home, and it takes little knowledge of con- 
ditions. in New York to understand that 
charity once begun does not find a quick 
and easy termination. Even the Sage 
millions are not sufficient to spread them- 
selves advantageously over the entire 
globe, and the woman of wealth who dows 
not take immediate measures to protect 
herself against the importunate beggars, 
respectahle or merely adventurous, who 
are ever clamoring for assistance, will 
soon dissipate her millions to little good, 

So far as Chicago is concerned it is 
abundantly able to provide for its own 
poor and needy and to promote its own 
good works, and it certainly does not wish 
that Mrs. Sage or any other philanthro- 
pist shall be imposed upon by people with 
the begging habit. Mrs. Sage is right in 
confining her beneficences mainly to the 
many poor she sees when she takes her 
‘walks abroad, and one may hope that the 
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after etter worthly at home; others will be 
treated according to their deserts... 


The committee ofthe Bar assotiation 
which investigated Judge Chetlain takes 
exception to the appointment by the 
judge of his clerk as receiver. It calls 
this a “ questionable practice "—one that 
“may lead to abuse.” The committee :

when a judge's clerk acts as a receiver 
parties to the litigation will ‘hesitate to 
scrutinize his acts and accounts with 
that care and impartiality which they 
otherwise would and should exercise.” 
Attorneys and litigants are likely to ‘be- 
lieve that if they were to criticise the 
conduct of the receiver “they might’ in- 
cur the displeasure not only of the clerk 
but also of the judge.”

He might say, as 
other judges have said, that he had per- 
fect faith in the integrity and business 
capacity of his clerk. He might

It is known that other judges in Cook 
county and elsewhere have made clerks 
receivers, But.the practice is a bad one, 
whether the clerk is put In charge of a 
little bankrupt store or a bankrupt trac- 
tion company. The practice is a bad 
one for the reasons which have been 
forcibly stated by the Bar association 
committee. No-matter how much~confi- 
dence the judge may have in the honesty 
and ability of his clerk, the fact remains 
that among the men who have to do 
business with the receiver are attorneys 
who “dislike to antagonize the clerk of 
a court to whose good will they fre- 
quently and properly look Yor assist- 
Such appointments always pro- 
voke a suspicion of favoritism. They 
are defended only by the judges who 
make them. They should be forbidden 
by law. This is a matter which the 
general assembly should attend to. 
Judges can always find capable men to 
act as receivers without drafting their 
clerks Into service. 


THROUGH ROUTING, 

A protest by a street car conductor 
against through routing shows an element 
of personal inconvenience to himself in 
making an odd number of runs. If his 
estimate of the time required is correct it 
is likely that he will find himself either 
at morning or at night at a distance from 
his home. Thie may seem a hardship for 
him if he has been living within a few 
minutes’ walk of the car barn, but it is 
no more than the common experience of 
practically all persons empleyed downtown 
and a large preportion—probahly the ma- 
jority—of persone employed elsewhere in 
the city. He is luckier than most, since 
he has to travel on his owm time only once 
a day instead of twice. In any case the 
number of employés so inconvenienced. will, 
not be large, and it would be as absurd to 
arrange the business of the street car 
companies solely to accommodate them as. 
it would be to ask a department store to 
move out to the part of the city in which 
the majority of its employés live. 

There seems to be also a misconception 
of the reason for through routing. It is 
not to accommodate the small number of 
passengers who wish to go between the 
extreme south and the extreme west or 
north. The primary object is to prevent 
congestion of the downtown streets by the 
switching back of cars or by the slow 
crawling around a loop. Incidentally the 
new plan will enlarge the business center 
of the city by permitting short trips for a 
single fare where two fares must be paid 
now. If a person can go from Twelfth 
street. to Chicago avenue for 5 cents and 
without delay there is no longer a need for 
business houses to huddle together near 
the center where the terminals are now. 
This benefit alone would be worth while, 
but it is not the chief_one. 

The loss of time onthe loops is partly 
due to the need of caution in going around 
more curves than would otherwise be nec- 
essary and partly to the fact that for sev- 
eral blocks po passengers are picked up 
and the time consumed in traveling those 
blocks may therefore be called wasted. 
Passengers suffer from this loss of time, 
and in addition the streets are blocked to 
other traffic to an unnecessary extent. 
There can be no adequate reform of the 
street car system which does not include 
through routing as an essential. 


THE BOY FROM 14 TO 16. 

The proposition is made to increase the 
compulsory school age limit from 14 to 
16 years except in the case of children 
who are actually employed not less than 
five houre a day five days a week. The 
aim of this measure would be to keep 
off thé streets the boya who grow up ‘to 
be hoodlums. The proposition is in 
itself commendable, but it involves some- 
thing more, It‘ will’ be necessary to es- 
tablish special schools if the boys who 
otherwise would loaf on the streets are 
to profit by compulsory schooling. 

The boy who leaves school just as soon 
as he is old enough to do so either is 
obliged to go to work because of poverty 
or else has a distaste for school and has 
not parents who realize the importance 
to him of securing a better education. 
If he goes to work there is no more to be 
said. If he leaves school because he does 
not like it &nd neither he nor his parents 
see the use of. it, the remedy is not to 
compel him to attend a school he dislikes, 
but to furnish him with a school that he 
does like and can see the use of. 

A healthy boy of 14, of a poor family, 
cannot always find work to do. The law 
restricting the number of hours he can 
be employed interferes with many occa- 
pations which would otherwise be open 
to him. The rules of the trade unions 
in many cases prevent him from learning 
his father’s trade or becoming an apprew- 
tice to some other skilled workman. He 
leaves school expecting to. go to work and 
after a few weeks or months of idleness 
finds it impossible to think of going back 
to a grammar school. If there were 
more manual training schools for boys, 
with a regular schedule of studies and 
also some courses which might be. en-,

It was 
estimated that Watson and his followers 
unloaded 2,500,000 bu here.

Big Stocks Are Expected. 

A leader in the northwest predicted that. 
March 1 would witness 10,000,000 bu of wheat 
in the ‘Minneapolis elevators Some of the 
more conservative local traders figured this 
as an exaggerated estimate. The increase at 
*Minneapolis for the week was less than half 
the gain showm there a year ago. The day's 
stocks showed a gain of 175,000 bu. Arrivals 
of wheat at the two leading northwestern 
points were 487 cars, against $95 cars the 
Saturday before, and 599 cars the corre 
sponding day in 1906. Local receipts were 
03 cars, 10 under the estimate, and primary 
arrivals totaled 816,000 bu, ageinst 948,000 
bu last year. 

Smaller Exports Are Estimated. 

Broomhall estimated last week’s world’s 
exports at 7,200,000 bu, compared to actual 
shipments of 8,624,000 bu the previous week, 
and 9,408,000 bu the similar period last year, 
and expected a decrease in the supplies on 
océan passage.

The seaboard reported sales of 88,000 bu 
wheat and 60,000 bu corn. 

The northwest was an enormous seller of 
wheat yesterday through Wrenn and other 
northwestern houses. The total amount sold 
by these houses was estimated upwards of 
2,500,000 bu, a lange part of which was un- 
derstood to be against country elevator 
stocks in the northwest... These stocks were 
claimed to aggregate 40,000,000 bu. Added 
to the heavy selling by the northwest, was 
liquidation on a large scale by local traders 
and commission houses, Comstock sold 
about 000 bu. Ware-Leland, Brosseau, 
Rankin,” Champlain, Kneeland-Clement-Cur- 
tis, and other prominent firms were also big 
sellera. There was buying on the break by 
Kideton and commission houses. Holders of 
weekly indemnities were on the buying side. 
Comstock sol@ corn. Bartlett-Frazier sup- 
ported the’ market. A. 8S. White, Northern 
Grain, and Marfieid sold oats; buying was 
scattered. Hately and Wrenn sold lard, and 
commission houses were also on the selling 
side.

The English visible supply of: wheat de- 
creased 1,737,000 bu, compared to an Increase 
a year ago of 1,426,000 bu. 

India shipped 440,000 bu of wheat last week, 
against 376,000 bu a yearago. Australia ex- 
ported 184,000 bu, compared to 32,000 bu last 
year. 

“The wheat situation is ripe for a big 
break,” said a prominent cash grain man. 
‘* Export business ts at a standstill virtually, 
and the domestic outlook is hardly more en- 
couraging. There ig hardly a state in the 
country that has not a surplus of wheat more 
than sufficient for its.own use. The accumu- 
lation of wheat in Chicago is typical, of the 
abundance of supplies everywhere. We look 
Tor larger wheat stocks in the northwest be- 
fore spring than there were a year ago. Our 
cables meet with no responses, and millers. 
appear to be well supplied for some time to 
‘come. “The export season for flour as well as 
of wheat is practically over, and clearances 
wil] continue to be light,”’ 

‘ An official Indian report was that crop 
prospects were favorable; exoept in the 
province of Bengal, where rain was needed. 

Minneapolis wheat stocks increased 175,000 
Total stocks there at the 
close of the week were 4,593,000 bu, of which 
1,429,183 bu were No. 1 northern. 

Shipments of meats for the week were 
10,888,000 Ibs, against 12,201,000 lbs a year 
ago. Lard shipments were 8,432,000 lbs, com- 
pared to 9,151,000 lbs the corresponding week 
of 1905. 

Closing prices for wheat in foreign markets

“The hog crop is short; of this there is 
no doubt,” said B. W. Wagner. “In fact, 
the shortage becomes More pronounced, or 
more properly, the cofsumption is still gain- 
ing. It is certain that it is going to requirea 
good deal longer time to effect relief here 
than in the grain markets. I believe it is 
safe to figure that more than twice the time 
will be required to bring us back to a norma! 
condition. A much higher price is promised 
and for some months to come the tension 
will all the time grow greater. All breaks 
in price are for this reason of temporary 
character. Hence, I advise the policy of 
buying on all fair declines and consistently 
working on the long side until the coming of 
a decided change is unmistakable.”’ 

“The world’s available supply on Jan. 1 
will be the largest on that date since 1896,"" 
said Wrenn & Co. “ The northwesterh and 
Canadian country elevator have record 
stocks of wheat which will be released as 
soon as the railroads can furnish transpor- 
tation, and it is. possible that the visible 
supply will increase for a longer period than 
ever before. Although the world’s ship- 
ments for the first half of the cereal year 
have been smalier than last year. European 
stocks have increased more than they did 
in 1905, due to the large crops abroad. The 
Russian port stecks are larger than a year 
ago and suggest @ steady supply from that

Of this amount 
the railroads will contribute $84,500,000, while 
the industrials, etc., will pay $94,800,000. 
The total is an increase of $88,102,082 over 
the corresponding month this year. 

The totale for 1906 in the matter of dis- 
bursements of railroads, traction and indus- 
trial companies reach $587,381,885. The in- 
dustrials -have contributed $301,815,535, the 
railroads $206,851,580, and the tractions $28,- 
714,870. 

Lending in Wall Street. 

The business of lending the money of out 
of town banks in Wall street has grown so 
large that it is being solicited by certain 
agencies. Chicago institutions get the bénefit 
of the high interest rates in Wall street by 
instructing their agents to make call loans 
out of deposits maintained there for that 
purpose. In the present high rates the desire 
for making such loans !s illustrated in the 
following letter sent out by a New York 
trust company:

Tobacco preferred, 200) shares Northern Pa- 
cific, 100 shares Chicago and Eastern Illinois. 
Total value of collateral today, $254,000. 

“The rates on this loan from day to day 
were as follows: Dec. 3, 18 per cent; Dec. 4, 
14% per cent; Dec. 5, 19 per cent; Dec. 6, 22 
per cent; Dec. 7, 30 per cent; Dec. 10, 25 per 
cent; Dec. 11, 8% per cent. 

“The call rates vary so constantly that it 
is impossible to predict what they will be, but 
we confidently expect high rates for the next 
sixty days at least. 

“Our charge for handling these loans is 
1-36 of 1 per cent per month on $100,000 or 
over and 1-24 of 1 per cent per month on 
smaller ‘amounts, quite negligible in com- 
parison with the interest return.

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STOCKS WEAK r NEW YORK. 


Trading in Secutities Characterized by 
Irregular and Reactionary Tenden- 
cles—No Definite Cause Seen. 


New York, Dec. 29.—[Special. ]—Trading in 
securities today was characterized by ir- 
regular and, genérally speaking, reactionary 
tendencies, for which there was no direct 
explanation, either in the news over night 
or in the occurrences in the course of the 
business session. 

There. was little more than a desultory 
discussion in regard to the probabilities 
of the weekly bank statement, ae the street 
had concludéd that a moderate turn for the 
better was close at hand, and further recog- 
nized that today’s exhibit of the position of 
the banks would be coniplicated by the extra- 
ordinary financial arrangements incidental] 
to the cloge of the year. 

The London market was dull and irregular 
also, with the dealings restricted in a large 
measure by the inclement weather conditions 
prevailing throughout Great Britain. Oper- 
ations here for the foreign account were upon 
a negligible scale. 

The announcement of the prospective re- 
tirement from active business of President 
James J. Hill of the Great Nortbern rail- 
way was the chief development of importance 
relating to any particular stock. Great 
Northern preferred was weak in common 
with nearly all the other higher priced issues, 
but no more so. 

Declines approximating that of Great 
Northern preferred were noted in Northern 
Pacific, Canadian Pacific, and Reading. 
The last named again was one of the most 
active stocks in the railwey list. Baltimore 
and Ohio, Erie, and Pennsylvania were rela- 
tively steady. St. Paul was heayy in com- 
mon with the market at large, and St. Paul 
rights broke to a new low level. 

it seemed to be the common opinion that 
the injunction proceedings against the terms 
of the new stock issue: will be sued out by 
Monday. The industrial and miscellaneous 
stocks moved in common with the remainder 
of the market, while local traction issues 
were neglected.

as good ore in the face as there is anywhere, it is impossible to tell 
how long this shoot will be even at this level, and as depth is at- 
tained it most certainly will lengthen to a shoot of commercial value. 
All producing veins of this country have an upper or carbonate zone, 
and a lower or sulphide zone. The work done on the National to 
date is in the carbonate zone, where a large portion of the values 
have been leached out by percolating surface waters, although some 
galena was found which had withstood the oxidizing action. This 


galena in the unaltered form is what is to be expected as depth is ° 


attained. 

In arriving at my conclusions as to the value of the property, I 
have not attempted to take a great many of samples for assay, as it 
is not a matter of the value of the ore in sight but of the indications 
for greater quantities of ore at depth, and the values as shown at 
present are more than could be expected with so little depth. 

In all the properties in this country that have been developed 
into mines in the past few years, and\I have been 1n touch with them 
all, I have never seen one that looked as promising as this one.

The old weather man looked no farther ~ 


than the vanes and barometers of his own 

untry; the new weather man surveys “the 
. Whole world and peers beyond through the limitless 
ether td a distance of 96,000,000 miles up to the sun, 

Dr. William J. 8S. Lockyer, fellow of the Royal 
Astronomical society, has’ discovered him and has called 
his work the new meteorology, the world meteorology. 
And with the world meteorology of the new weather 
man Dr. Lockyer expects mankind to get passing wise 
about rain and shine, cold and heat, damp and dry, and 
all the’ other ingredients of the vasty ocean of air 
in which we live and move and have our being. 

Because wé live at the bottom of this aerial ocean, 
like flat fish at the bottom of the sea, it is little enough 
that we know of it. “Only occasionally have the clever- 
est of folk been able to gather information about the 
upper air currents which play such an important part 
in’ the circulation of our atmosphere. The time for- 
tunately has arrived when soundings in the air can be 
made nearly as easily as those in the ocean of water, 
And perhaps one of the greatest advances in meteor- 
ology during the present century will be the knowledge 
gained by the sounding of the air.

Weather Varies Year by Year. 


But for the present people must content themselves 
with flat fish knowledge and merely make the best of 
the meteorological data gathered in the bottom of the 
aerial seas. 

Among this data is the fact that the weather is 
not the same every year. Sometimes there is great 
abundance of rain ‘and at other times there is none, 
Sometimes there is much snow, sometimes little. Bach 
country is more or less visited at times with floods, 
droughts, famines, or such like misfortunes. All these 
conditions are produced by changes in the intensity or 
direction, or both, of the main currents in the atmos- 
phere, of which we know only the lowest. But we do 
know that these currents are dependent for the main 
part on the distributing of the atmosphere over the 
earth’s surface, and we are further familiar with the 
fact that this distribution is not homogeneous. For 
by means of barometers the weather wise among us 
are able to weigh in inches of mercury vertical col- 
umns of the air; and these weights are far from being 
equal. It really is temperature that dominates the at- 
mospheric circulation.

Air Exchanges Between the East and the West. 


- Now what does the presence of this. seesaw inform 


us? We first may be reminded that the amount of at-° 
mosphere surrounding our globe may be regarded as an 
invariable or constant quantity. The reduction of it, 
therefore, in any one part of the world must be coun- 
terbalanced by a corresponding increase in another re- 
gion. The large barometric seesaw tells us that such 
a transference of air is really in operation, and the 
direction of this exchange is from east to west and 
from west to east, alternately, and not between the 
equatorial and polar regions. 

It is difficult at the present time to give even an 
approximate idea of the amount of air that is being

of the barometer. A huge to and fro action, world 
wide in extent, constantly is occurring. One to and fro 
motion, applying to the more central parts of the two 
réoiprocating areas, occupies nearly, but not quite, four 
years, in the average. In the British Isles, Europe, 
Oanada, and the United States the changes run more 
nearly on a three year variation.

There now is little doubt that this pressure oscilla- 


tion dominates and therefore is responsible for the. 


extremely different.» types of weather that are experi- 
enced at any one place in the course of three or four 
years. But while it is easy to represent with con- 
siderable accuracy the changes of air pressure from 
year to year over a large area by means of a curve 
constructed from the readings of one barometer, it is 
not generally possible to determine accurately the rain- 
fall changes from the records of one rain gauge. 

The amount of rain collected in a rain gauge is so 
dependent on its position and the lecal configuration 
of the land that in order to form some idea of the 
variation from year to year over a large area, the data 
gathered from numerous well scattered instruments 
have to be combined. 

But the data gathered over comparatively small 
areas, the world over, show that the greater the 
pressure the less the rainfall, and the lower the pres- 
sure the greater the rainfall. An excess of high pres- 
sure obstructs as much the passage of the rain bearing 
currents, which results efther in the deflection of the 
moist winds from those regions or in a great reduc- 
tion in their normal strength. If the pressure be ab-

changes not alike either in intensity or in length. In 
spite of these marked differences there seems never- 
theless to be an underlying connection between them 
all. It, therefore, is within the bounds of possibility 
that the time will come when such apparent diver- 
gences will be found to be closely allied to each other 
and be the natural resultants of one or more primary 
world atmospheric fluctuations. In the Indian area 
there is a gradual rise and fall of pressure, a complete 
alternation which occupies about eleven years. The 
same area shows distinct traces also of a variation 
whic takes more than three times this length of time 
to go through a complete swing. In Australia the 
eleven year variation is also in operation. In the 
British Isles there are traces of a variation which 
seems to be of about thirty-five years in length.

It is 
confined more or less by researches recently made in 
Paris. Long it has been known that music has the 
power of forming geometrical and other figures.

Mrs. Wilson, working along the lines of other ex- 
perts, has discovered that voices not only have colors 
but that these colors betray character. She has made 
elaborate studies of many ‘types of people, even visiting 
lunatic asylums and other institutions where her re- 
searches demonstrated the fact that the same hues al- 
ways attached fo persons of similar disposition. 

A .singuiar phenomenon in connection with voice 
character is the fact that one may reform his voice. If 
& person learns that he has an immoral voice, say a 
blackish brown, denoting malice and sensuality, he can 
decide to rectify his disposition. After while. if he 
persist in the strait and narrow path, his voice ywill 
change as his disposition alters.

Certain high pitched notes 
made figures exactly like trees, whilé others formed 
flowers and vegetables. It was found that certain notes 
had ‘the power to make the grotesque forms resembling 
huge snails and other oddities. Vegetable growths, 
flowers, ferns, trees shaped themselves as the result of 
musical vibration. 

Dr. Holbrook Curtis of New York a number of years 
ago photographed complete scales of geometrical figures 
produced by the voices of various celebrated singers, 
which show that although the same note or same number 
of vibrations always produce the same typical form,

Twe to Weer Towns a Day. 

In cases where the salesman could put ina

would be eimplified; but as the majority 
of salesmen aim to make anywhere from two 
to four towns a day, and those whose limit 
is one town 4 day or one in two days, often 
are compelled to hold their samples on dis- 
play another day or two for unexpected rea- 
sons, it will be seen that the time arranging 
is a factor not to be disposed of in one, two, 
three order. If any advantage there be, it is 
of course with the salesman whose line 
necessitates making the least number of 
towns In a given time. 

Then, too, it would facilitate matters if the 
day's work could always be strung along the 
one line of railway, but often two or three 
lines figure in the plane for even one day’s 
work.

But a persona) letter 
to each occupant, and an inclosed postal for 
an anewer brought many requests for him to 
call.and gave him authority which even the 
janitor of the building, who got his cigars 
free of the building’s stand, could not dis- 
pute. 

The cigar man adopted the same methods 
in the outside building and met with equal 
success, Other , buildings were added, and 
other canvassers were engaged to look.after 
the trade as fast as it was developed 

At the end of the year the cigar man had 
established a profitable trade, which did not 
require all his time and gave him some 
leisure and money to travel. It was much 
better than his old position’ ag clerk, and he 
found that the principle of the road to wealth 
was baving others work for him. 

* . 
Made Profitable Investments. 

But the cigar man did not forget his cus- 
tomers. Once a month he regularly called 
on them to inquire if their wants were be- 
ing properly satisfied. During these friend- 
ly rounds he secured valuable information 
as to profitable investments. From certain 
customers he learned of bargains in real 
estate, and from others expressions of desire 
to buy property. The cigar man made the 
most of auch information by securing op- 
tions, not options on which he had to pay 
cash, but promises of his customers to ad- 
vise him just before making a sale. He dis- 
posed for a broker his house in the suburb, 
which he had outgrown, to @ prospering 
small. jeweler; he-~gold 4 small mail order 
business for a customer who preferred sell- 
ing automobiles; he bought a trade publica- 
tion and employed an editor to manage it on 

a co¥perative basis; he sold second hand 
ludladobiion for customers who had tired 
of them, and on all these small deals he 
made money. What he thus made was 80 
much velvet. 

From a man little known in the communi- 
ty in which he lived the cigar man has 
gained influence and prominence. As his 
capital increases he has in mind a plan to 
buy more cigar stands, hire more canvass- 
ers, and appoint a general manager who will

H® ‘p clerical or mechan- 
ical worker who passes by 4 gang 
of excavators at work feels a sug- 
gestion for a thought of pity for the 
worker who earns his living digging 

dirt. He is likely to think that the digger is 
poorly paid and has a hard time. He isneither 
of these. He is as well paid as the rank and 
file of clerks and enjoys his work. Even if he 
remains among the lowest class of diggers he 
earns enough to keep himself in comforta- 
ble state, and if he becomes a specialist in 
one of the excavating lines he may make as 
much as double the amount paid the cheaper 
man of the shovel 

The digger nearly always is in the best of 
physical condition, something that cannot be 
said of the clerks who work indoors In foul 
atmosphere for “eight or tén ‘hours a Gay. 


‘The man with the shovel works out of doors, 


where he has all of the fresh air that he 
wants, and consequently has a broad cheat 
and a wonderful pair of lungs. Theconstant 
digging and throwing dirt have given him 
an all round development and an unusually 
strofig back. 
s 
Work Is Healthy. 

Ht eats nothing but the plainest sort of 
food. Meat, vegetables, bread, and coffee 
are bis usual.bill of fare. No pies, puddings, 
or dainties for him. By eating thie simple 
kind of food it takes little of his money to 
pay for grocery bills, and a doctor’e bill 
is something unknown to him./ He cares 
litths for amusements, for thé strenuous 
work that he has being doing all day leaves 
him pretty well tired, and after he bas 
enjoyed his evening meal and smoked his 
pipe he is ready to retire. This mode of liv- 
ing enables him to save from 80 to 40 per 
cent of his weekly earnings, and in @ few 
years he owns a emall home in the sub- 
“urbe. 

There are four classe# of diggers, and the 
wages differ for the different ‘kinds of jobs. 
‘The building excavator and the sewer dig- 
ger eatn $2.25 a day for ten houts’ work, 
and are the poorest paid in this branch of 
labor. The ‘tunnel men and caistoh exca- 
vators, however, make from 40 to 3 cents 
an hour, according to the man’s abfiity, and 
work only eight touts a day. The great 
‘injustice which the excavator suffers ig the 
fact that the crack worker is paid no more 
+han the mediocre man. The man thet digs 
fifteen shovelfuls a minute gets no more than 

the man who digs ten. The reason for this 
is because the men are all members of the 
‘union, and work on a oo wage. 

Union a Great Help 

The union has been a great help to the 

digger. Three years ago, before the existence 
of the union, the digger worked for $1.75a 
day for all grades of work. Now he gets 50 
cents & day more for ordinary digging, and 
makes from $3.20 to $4 a day for tunnel dig- 
‘ging or caissom excavating. The union also 
helps the men if any of them becomes sick. 
The digger pays 10 cents a month dues to the 
sick fund, ané if he has an aceident or is sick 
be is paid $5 a week until hé is able to go to 
work again. 

There is no chance for the digger to better 
himself so far as his work is concerned. He 
ean start as a building excavator and rise 
to caisson work, amd that isas far ashe goes. 
In other branches of labor @ worker can 
rise to better positions, but not so with the 
diggers. The, diggers one ambition is to 
become a caisson worker and earn $4 @ day,

The new man usually joins the union ranks 
and soon becomes a full fledged digger. The 
building excavator likes his work because it is 
outdoors and he gets good air. The pay is 
good, and the work becomes easy with expert- 
ence, 

The sewer diggers work varies little from 
eer aS gooey wr Sey ator. He ig net com- 
pellet to stay lon 
atid he has the sateiss of seeing more 
sights than his coworker, and fh this way 
finds the work more interesting. 

The tunnel worker must have hadat least 
two years’ experience asa building excavator 
before he is qualified for this line of work. 
He must be intelligent and industrious, and 
must be able .to understand the use of the 
plumb line and other instruments that are 
used in underground labor, He must be able 
to dig In a straight line, for any slight devia- 
tion may cause @ cave-im and imperil not 
only his own life but also the lives of the 
men that work with him.

Tennel Workers. 


The tunnel worker ase rule lasts but a short 

time, The air that he works in, sometimes 
fifty feet below the surface, is foul and gas- 
eous, and soon affects the strong lungs that 
he once possessed while working as a build- 
ing excavator. In the winter he rarely sees 
daylight or sunshine. He reports for duty In 
the morning, before seunup, and works too 
late in. the evening to. see even the setting 
sun.” His lunch hour, from 12 to 1 o'clock, 
‘usually ts spent in the tunnel, for at times he 
is half e mile from @ shaft, and it would take 
three-quarters of his Munch bour to visit the 
surface. He usually spends his midday hour 
in playing cards or chatting with his fellow 
workers, 
. The union scale of wage for the tunnel 
man is 40 to 60 centp an hour, Thenew man, 
who has bed little. experience in this line of 
work, gets the emaller price, while the ex- 
perienced man sometimes commands from 5 
cents to 10 cents an hour over the scale. 

Qne might think the work underground 
would become monotonous to the digger, but 
auch ie not the case, He takes great interest 
in his work, for there is a variety. Hestarts 
digging the shaft through dirt, sand, gravel, 
and at times thréugh beds of solid rock, and 
the monotony of digging is replaced with the 
interesting work of dynamiting. The tunnel 
worker, while not enjoying the great physical 
health of the buildirig excavator or the sewer

digger, feels well repaid with the large 
salary he gets, and aga rule he ig eatis- 
fied with his work. ; 

When the digger reaches caisson work he 
has climbed the ladder of success in this 
branch of labor. His work is harder and 
more dangerous than even the tunnel worker. 
Me works.in a circular well about ten feet 
in diameter, and is at times more than 150 
feet helow the surface, where he has dug his 
way through various strate of earth untilhe 
reaches bedrock. He works in constant dan- 
ger of his life, for the heavy buckets that he 
fills with dirt, which are drawn to the sur- 
face with hemp rope; are apt to fall on himif 
the rape breaks. No fatal accidents have oc- 
curred from this cause ag yet, but there have 
been a number of narrow escapes. 

Not long ago, on Wabash avenue, a caisson 
well head been dug for the foundation of 4 
large building, and the digger was probably 
100 feet below the surface. He had filled the 
large bucket with stone that he had been 
drilling through, and gave the signal to hoist 
to the man at the top. The weight of the 
stone was too much for the hemp rope, and 
when the bucket wae half way to the eur- 
face the rope parted and the bucket and its 
contents fell to the bottom, just grazing the 
digger at work below. It was thought that 
he had been killed, and a man waa lowered in 
another bucket to investigate. He found the 
digger on the bottom standing against one 
side of the well, trembling like a leaf in a 
gale. His nerves were so unstrung that he 
was unable to do any more work that day. 

sz -s 
Underground Springs. 

Another source of constant worry to the 
caissom worker are the underground springs 
with which he comes in contact. Occasion- 
ally he works, or tries to, at least, in four 
feet of water. The caisson man enjoys his 
work, however, for the pay is large, and a 
good worker is paid as high as $6 a day, which 
is $2 over the scale, 

A large per cent of the diggers are foreign- 
ers, the majority being Italians. In the ranks 
one will also find Irish, Poles, Scandinaviana, 
and Greeks. The Italian seldom becomes 
more than a building excavator, forhe knows 
and understands but little English, and this 
is a great drawback. He is satisfied to work 
for a number of years, or untll he can save 
$1,000, and then he goes back to Italy a com- 
paratively rich ‘man, where he buys a small 
vineyard, marries, and lives there the rest of 
his life. 

The Greek will work long enough to accu- 
mulate enough money to buy a fruit stand. 
The Poles and Scandinavians are good work- 
ers, and often become tunnel workers. The 
Irishman gets to the top of the ladder quicker 
than the rest, for he naturally is bright, and 
the majority of them become caisson exca- 
vators. Never before has there been such a 
demand for diggers, and the demand has been 
greater than the supply for the last three 
years,

Again I was impressed by the discov- 
ery that the people wanted to do the right 
thing, and that they were thoughtful and 
reasonable. You see, I was new to the 
stump, and looked for more partisan feel- 
ing and lees regard for the intelleotual 
and moral requirements of the occasion. 
There were brase bande enough, and cheers, 
too, but the potential influences of the 
campaign were those of reason and con- 
science, and not lung power. 

There’ will be no serious trouble in this 
country if the men who are elected to office 
actually represent the people. This, Jet 
me say, is a vitally important matter. The 
‘word people is frequently a cheap col- 
lective noun. Politiciang often employ it 
and describe themselves as the friende of 
the people. But real sympathy with demo- 
cratic institutions in not so common. Now, 
‘I believe in the people. Of course, they 
are likely to be misied, and sometimes go 
wrong, but if given a period in which to 
think and obtain information they general- 
ly are sound im their conclusions and rea- 
sonable in their demande. It if a common- 
place to say that. the people must be fore- 
most in the minds of those im office. But 
are they? Sometimes they are and some- 
times they are not. We shall be untroubled 
as @ nation only when the administrators 
of the government are mindful of. their 
responsibility to ali the people, and are 
‘not subservient to P pest influences. 


The people know pretty well what they 
want. They will excuse errors of judgment. 
But if selfigh interests obstruct the getting of 
the things they need and demand, and con- 
tinue in that odetruction, there may be seri- 
ous perils ahead. ..There ig a state of mind 
called righteously indignant. There is safety 
up to that point, and accompanying it there 
may be reform an@ other governmental 
blessings. Beyond a proper indignation, 
however, there may be a violence of feeling 
which will bode mo good to any one. It is 
wisé to heed the people and recognize their 
just demands. Some men, of course, are 
never satisfied. They trade on dissatisefac- 
tien. I am not speaking of them but of the 
great majority of Americans, who are vir- 
tuous, patriotic, and rational. They demand 
a fair chance for themselves and every other 
citizen. They believe in @emocratic institu- 
tions. Furthermore, they are determined 
that no particular interest ehal) rule this 
country. If our public men, our lawmakers 
and administrators, keep close to the funda- 
mental principles of our republic we shall 
have nothing to fear.

I said to myself that it would be 
a great: kindness to these children and their 
mothers if they could be taken to sea once 
in awhile in hot weather.. This is how I 
came to buy a deep sailing ship and start deep 
sea excursions for those who could not afford 
to pay. for such trips. 

“Then it struck me that it would be a 
splendid idea to turn the ship into a hotel, 
so that people on small wages who had been 
sweltering in the city all day In hot weather 
could ‘be taken to sea all night and thus be 
refreshed for their next day’s work. Some 
weeks after I had my attention called to the 
low wages that are being paid to young 
women, hardly enough to keep body and 
goul together. I said to myself, ‘ Why can’t 
I open a deep sea hotel to give people with 
scanty incomes good wholesome living at a 
moderate price?’

Resorts for the Weary. 

“Tf had my big sailing ship lying idle with 
its twin screw propeller and a comfortable 
sailing yacht. These three vessels were the 
equipment of the deep sea hotel scheme. I 
had steam heat and electric light installed. 
I had the inside timbers made tight against 
odors so that the air would be as pure and 
pleasant as that of any other hotel.”

Mail postal addressed to 
John Arbuckle, Arbuckle building, Fulton 
street, and he will-mail you a permit to in- 
spect every department -and.circular giv- 
ing full particulars, eto.”’ 


Even 
the delicate electrical motor and dynamo, 
requiring an expert to handle, are to be 
found among the things which he handles. 
The first demand of this Mne is that the 
beginner be a first class machinist, More 
than this, he must be an expert in repair 
work, as the man who knows only the regu- 
lar work of a shop would be lost when face 
to face with the problem of putting an old 
machine on ite feet. The more expert he is 
in this line of work and the wider his ex- 
perience in the machine field the better his 
chances for success. In addition he must be 
a shrewd business man, for the buying and 
selling end of the business is as important 
as the ability that makesit possible. As to 
capital, he must have enough to set up a 
shop. If his credit is good or if he is well 
known to a large firm liable to throw out 
gpome machines, he may start with only 
enough for the shop, otherwise he must have 
enough capital to make his initial purchases 
of machinery. How much thie will be will 
depend entirely upon the scope of his ambi- 
tions. One man recently handlei $10,000 
worth of machines on a cash capital of §8, 
but he was established and his credit good

Watches Wants of New Firms. 


The great hold of the man ifn this line lies 
in knowing where he can sell what he can 
buy. He keeps track of new firms starting 
in business, knows their wants, and hurries 
around to find somebody who can supply 
these wants. Knowing the firms likely to have 
worn machines of the kind he wants he is 
in a position to reap the profit. The differ- 
ence in value between a worn machine when 
it is discarded and the same machine after 
an expert has spent $10 worth of time on the 
fame is a surprise to the layman. A ma- 
chine may be worth little more than scrap 
fron before it is rebuilt or worked over, and 
it may. be worth within 25 per cent of its 
initial cost after this has been done. The 
consequence is that the second hand man’s 
margin is a large one. If he does his work 
well, buys well, and sells well he makes 
money.

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How Forgery Is Detected: 


Work of Writing Expert. 
- By Harold N. Satabons 


NE of the new “‘professions” for which 
there is no school or accepted ap- 
prenticeship is the profession of the 
handwriting expert. The individual 
who takes his degree in the work must 
have a call to the Sherlock Holmes school of 
deduction, bank strongly upon his common 
sense, and pick up the experiences of others 
im the line as opportunity may present. 
In a broad, general way the element of 
common sense is the basework of an expert's 
success in the business. He cannot depend 
upon anything suggesting intuition. Where 
two signatures or two specimens of writing 
are in question and one exhibit is a forgery 
and the other is genuine, or where both are 
genuine, yet in question, the expert is in the 
position of making his proofs and demonstra- 
tions convincing to the layman—the hard 
headed citizen who insists that “ you show 
me.” Frequently this citizen is on a jury 


where he has had to admit that he is not par- 


ticularly intelligent before he would be ac- 


cepted for the place 
om * 


Signatures Are Not Duplicated. 

As @ first proposition to such a man, how- 
ever, the expert in chirography may put him 
to the proof that out of a dozen signatures 
of his own name no two will be alike in gen- 
eral form. Then he may turn to the authentic 
and forged signatures in almpst any case 
and show to the layman that the first ques- 
tion of forgery arose from the fact that these 
two signatures at a first glance are identical- 
ly alike to almost the minutest detail! With 
all the skill which the forger has put into his 
crooked work, he keeps to the old principle 
of copying the authentic signature which he 
has in hand, and the more nearly he can 
reproduce this signature in every proportion 
the more readily the forgery can be proved. 

One of the most important facte from 
which the expert may begin his investiga- 
tions of possible forgery. is that every man 
using a pen in writing has his “ pen scope.” 
This technical term describes the average 
stretch of paper which a man may cover 
without lifting the pen from the paper and 
shifting his hand to continue the line. In 
even the freest, swinging movements of a pen 
where the hand follows the pen fingers, there 
are occasional breaks in lettering or undue 
stretch of space between the words which will 
indicate a characteristic scope of the pen if 


the specimens under investigation cover an 


ordinary paragraph in length. 
. * 


Differences in Pen Scopes. 

As applied to the signatures of the ordi- 
nary individual this pen scope will appear 
in some form in the signature. The writer 
may lift his pen before he has spelled out 
a long Christian or surname, he may indi- 
cate it in the placing of a middle initial or 
in the space which lies between the initial 
and the last name. In the case of the sig- 
nature of one’s name, too, it should be one 
of the easiest and least studied group of 
words which he is called on to put upon 
paper. In writing a letter, for example, the 
pen scope through it may show an average 
stretoh of one inch for the text of the letter, 
while in the signature the whole length of 
the signature, twice as iong, may be cov- 
ered. But if the writer covers this full 
stretch of his name tn this way the expert 
may prove by the necessary short pen scope 
of the copyist that the. studied copy is a 
forgery on its face. For however free of 
pen stroke the forger may be naturally, his 
attempts to produce a facsimile of the sig- 
nature shortens it beyond the scope of the 
original signer. 

One of the commonest means of reproduc- 
ing a signature is to put the genuine signa- 
ture on a piece of glass, lay another piece 
of glass on top’of It and fasten the piece of 
paper that is to receive the forgery on tap 
of that. Then by holding the glass. strips 
to a bright light, the original signature casts 
a shadow through, which maybe traced in 
pencil. From this tracing the ink forgery 


is completed. 


* ‘ 
Forgeries Usually Lack Freedom. 
But when a forgery.done in this way is put 
under a strong magnifying lens it will not 
bear scrutiny. If the original has a strong 
down stroke on the capital jetters the move- 
ment will be free and will leave the pen lines 


with smooth edges, The man who Is tracing 
such letters cannot trust himself to the same 
free: movement of the pen and the result 
under the glass shows hesitancy and.uncer- 
tainty. Also if other lines in the signature 
be lighter than the forger naturally uses the 
same hesitancy will be shown. When the 
lines have passed ecrutiny, too, there is an- 
other “line” test which will show that the 
impossibility of one’s writing two signatures 
alike has been accomplished. 

From dotted points,made above the genuine 
signature straight lines are drawn radiating 
from it to certain portions of certain letters 
in the signature that is forged. When the 
forged signature is replaced in the glass and 
the other on top, as was done in the tracing, 
these radiating lines will fall one upon the 
other with the exactness of - lines in the 
signatures, 

These radiating lines, too, may be used in 
the. few cases where the forger is an expert 
pemman depending upon an offhand duplica- 
tion of a signature. This penman wiil have 
his inevitable natural slant to his letters. 


‘ This characteristic slant never is the same in 


two individuals. In his free and easy forgery 
of a name written by another person this 
“Jim, the penman” exposes his acquired 
slant which disputes the original.

© Slant Hey to Freehand Forger. 

This slant of individual writing shows espe- 
clally in any attempt to write a forged letter 
or document. When the pen scope of the 
original has been lined out, proving the char- 
acteristic common lengths between the lifting 
of the pen from the paper, the lines radiating 
from the points to individual letters in words 
Or groups of words in authentic and bogur 
specimens, these radiations point at once t¢ 
the fact that the same person did not write 
the matter in the two éxhibits, 

These are some of the things upon which 
the handwriting expert works upon and 
brings to bear in proof of signatures and 
handwriting in generdl. How the more or 
less inexpert person discovers questionable 
showing in these duplicationsaremany. His 
intuitions may suggest his doubts. Material 
evidences may have comeito bear upon him. 
Likelihood of some one person's having self- 
interests in the matter may induce him to 
make sure.

Intricate Signatures Costly Preventive 

In the case of a man in business, having 
large interests and required to affix his sig- 
nature to many papers of moment, he ordi- 
narily makes it certain that through adapted 
whorls and freehand sweeps of the pen, the 
signature will be least inviting to the ad- 
venturous forger. In much of his personal 
correspondence with strangers, however, this 
adapted and unusual signature frequently 
becomes @ source of loss to himself and irri- 
tations to his correspondents. In the case 
of hundreds of such individuals, the writing 
to a stranger in expectation of a reply be- 
comes an absurdity for the reason that the 
person addressed is hopelessly barred from 
reading the name attached to the letter.

Encouraged by the Roads. 
In the Fortie avenue branch, having 
comparatively small membership, 9, 450 meals 


were served to train men, while only 510 
beds were occupied during the month. The 
location of the branch and the fact that Chi- 
cago is the terminal station for these men 
admitted of the greatest number of meals 
and the occupancy of the fewest beds of any 
of the branches. The Dearborn station 
branch has by far the largest membership 
in the city, yet, because of its location in the 
heart of the city, the fewest of meals were 


served there and the number of beds occu- | 


pied is far below that of any of the other 
stations. Yet at the same time the average 
daily attendance is larger than the enrolled 
membership attendance to a marked degree. 
These railroad branch associations and 
headquarters largely are the product of rall- 
road recognition of the needs of trainmen. 
The Pennsylvania company has been a lead- 
er in the movement and has the widest sys- 
tem. of rest houses of any of the lines reach- 
ing from Chicago to New York. The new 
building at Fifty-ninth street was built by 
the company on company property, equipped 
fully, and turned over to the Chicago associa- 
tion to conduct, the company paying the as- 
sociation a fixed sum monthly to meet the 
shortage which results from the prices 
charged trainmen. ; 


: 
All Runs End Here. 

The necessity for this new building is seen 
from the fact that at Logansport, Ind., is one 
of the great division points of the system. 
Most of the trainmen living there are in a 
position to be called for the Chicago run or 
for the Bradford, O., run, according to the 
needs of the service. If the trainman havea 
membership in the Fifty-ninth street branch 
in Chicago he pays nothing for his member- 
ship in the Bradford, O., branch and has all 
ef the benefits that accrue to the membership 
in the association. This membership not only 
gives him access to the billiard and pool 
tables and other amusement features of the 
buildings but the discount on prices of beds 
and meals will save him the cost of a mem- 
bership fee in a few months. 

In this conduct of the railway branch 
houses of the association the railroads foster- 
ing the institutions have a double interest. 
Their men are removed from many of the 
temptations that beset the unhoused man in 
town and city, affording him good meals 
cheaper than he can buy them elsewhere; 
and in the dormitory feature of the biffidings 
the company officials know that in his sleep- 
ing and waking hours he may be reached at 
the click of a telegraph key. 

* *s 
Comfortable as Home. 

The advantage to the railroad trainman is 
that he has a homie at the end of his run 
furtherest from his own home. In it are 
baths, reading rooms, and “ loafing places ”’ 
all his own; dining rooms and lunch counters; 
dormitories that are well furnished,’ aired, 
and scrupulously clean; and perhaps, above 
all, the companionship of his fellows while 
he is there. 

He gets a meal for 25 cents, which can’t be 
bought elsewhere for the money, even if he 
hasn’t a membership; with membership there 
ig a sharp discount on all accommodations. 
His bed is single, with good mattress, clean 
sheets, and pillow covers. And of first con- 
sideration for the greater part of the year 
at least, there is a place at which he can take 
&® werm bath and “clean himself up.” 


Few working people today find it so hard. 


to wash hands and faces as do thousands of 
men in the operation of trains. The fire 


men, engineer, and brakemen especially suf- ~ 


fer from the dust, and grime, and smoke in 
the warm months. There are railroads which 
once issued a pound of cotton waste to the 
engineer with which he and his fireman were

Weekly Accounts Are Better. 

Nearly every couple who do keep accounts 
have a system of their own. Some of these 
systems are so elaborate that the users soon 
tire of the labor of “‘ keeping: books” on 
themselves, and go back to the old hit and 
misé method of living. 

The system bere given has been tried. for 
many years and found satisfactory.. As 
most workers are paid by the week, it has 
been found more advantageous to keep a 
weekly account, as thereby a more accurate 
average may be obtained. 

The book to be used should have pages 
about five inches in width and containmtwen- 
ty-five to thirty lines to the pege. A large 
book is cumbersome and the smaller book 
you can use, the more desirable it is. A good 
book to get is a record book, with stout 
imitation leather cover and containing 150 to 
200 pages. It can be obtained at any store 
where stationers’ supplies are kept for from 
25 to 50 cents. It should have no down lines.

The best way to dust 
is to use a soft cheese cloth which has been 
washed. Don't attempt feather dusters un- 
less you have played “‘ Kitty " in some melo- 
drama, No woman, except on the stage, ever 
uses a feather duster. 

But principally young men undertaking to 
become the husband of modern girl, must 
have instruction in dishwashing. Unless he 
hae a home training in the art he will de- 
stroy all the wedding china in a half year— 
and, as every married man knows, the first 
white and gold plate he breaks marks the 
beginning of the wane of the honeymoon and 
many a divorce suit has resulted from the 
careless demolishing of a hand painted cup. 
Unfortunately the honeymoon is the most 
dangerous period in which to break china. 
No bride will forgive the breaking of any- 
thing except the vase her bitterest rival sent. 
After the first baby arrives the husband can 
smash all the dishware he can—and never be 
rebuked, but unfortunately it is seldom the 
first baby arrives until some time after the 
wedding. 4 

This is the proper way to wash dishes: 
Provide yourself with three large, clean and 
soft dish towels, a cake of good soap, anda 
big aoft dish rag, with plenty of hot water. 
Never attempt to wash dishes with cold or 
lukewarm water. 

Before starting scrape and pile up in their 
proper sizes all plates, saucers, cups, etc. 


. Ss 
Dish Washing Is Important. 

Always wash the glasses first, in the hot- 
test water possible, with plenty of soap, and, 
after washing, rinse again in hot water, wip- 
ing immediately. This will result in perfect 
cleanliness ag well as beautiful luster. The 
silver should be washed next, and wiped care- 
fully. Do not make the mistake of nesting 
the glasses—they break easily when hot. Put 
the glasses and silverware away, then take 
the cups, then the saucers. 

Change the water, wash the dish rag, and 
change dish towels after the silverware and 
after the dinner plates. Wash the soup plates 
last of all the china, then change the water 
again, get a coarser dish rag and scouring 
soap, and tackle the tins and irons. Always 
dry skillets, pots, roasting pans, etc., before 
putting them away by standing them fora 
moment on the hot stove. 

After a married man progresses to the stage 
of getting a hired girl, as he says, or having a 
maid, as his wife pute it, his troubles are re- 
doubled. 

The proper way to get a servant is to ask 
the neitghbor’s girl if her cousin has arrived 
from the old country. If she has no cousin 
the chances are she will adopt one to go out 
with her evenings. The girl next door nae 
the employment agency beaten a block in 
promptness and reliability. 

Of course the wife will set a limit of $4.50a 
week for a maid to cook and do general house- 
work. The best thing to do under those cir- 
cumstances is to explain to the maid that you 
will give her $iéxtra each week as a personal 
matter. 

Then tell your wife that the girl would not 
do the washing, so you cut her wages down to 
$4. In that way much trouble can be avert- 
ed. Whenever the girl demands an increase 
in wages give it to her quietly.

The real trouble will begin about the time 
Emma, next door, decides to move closer to 
town. Your wife will stand it for two weeks— 
and then she will order you to discharge the 
cook. Discharging a female servant is, of 
course, one of the duties of the modern house 


‘husband. The way to do it is to stop in the 


kitchen casually and remark: 

“ By the way, Hilda, I'm afraid you are 
lonesome out here.”’ She will agree. Then 
smile and say: “I was afraid we did not 
please you, and I knew it was lonesome since 
Emma moved. Were you thinking of quit- 
ting?’’ She will admit the pointagain. Then 
you must say: 

“ Well, HTida, we're sorry to lose you—but 
I suppose it can’t be helped. We are going 
out of town tomorrow ourselves, so, instead 
of a week’s notice I'll just pay you a week in 
advance now.” 

Hand her the money and keep out of the 
way for ten minutes. When you hear the 
back door slam and smell the steak burning 
return to your wife and remark: 

“I gave her fits and she flew into a huff and 
left the house, mad. Never even stopped to 
get the three days’ pay I offered her.”’ 

“ All right, Jack,’’ the wife will say. “I’m 
glad she’s gone.

With these few essential points, and by 
watching closely, a young husband should be 
able to avoid some of the pitfalls which will 
be sure to beset his way during the earlier 
part of his career as a Benedict, before he 
becomes a practical cook, dishwasher, and 
housekeeper.

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Why a Brain N ever Thinks; 
Mind Is Tool of Worker.

HOSE physiological and surgical facts 
which show that brain matter itself 
has no capacity for thought are of.such 
recent discovery that only a relatively 
small number of persons—mostly spe- 

cialists—have the least idea that the brain 
neither originates a word nor forms a notion. 
Anatomy and physiology alike indicate that 
the brain is never other than the instrument 
of what—in the present state of science— 
must be called the consciousness. The con- 
sciousness is as different from, as separate 
from, the brain as the violinist is separate 
frem his violin.

Man Makes His Own Brain. 

It is not brain which makes man. Man 
makes one of his brain hemispheres human 
by his own labor. If a human personality 
entered a young chimpanzee’s brain—where, 
by the way, it would find all the required 
cerebral convolutions—that ape could then 
grow into. a true inventor or philosopher. 
For it is the great man who 'makes the great 
brain, and not the great brain which makes 
the great man. This is another way of say- 
ing that we can make our own brains—so 
far as special functions or aptitude are con- 
cerned. Human brain matter does not be- 
come human in its powers, Indeed, until the 
personality within takes it in hand to fash- 
ion ft. 

© * 
Right and Left Brained People. 

The accompanying diagram of the func- 
tional area of the left hemisphere of a right 
handed person's brain makes clear precisely 
why we may see a thing plainly without hav- 
ing the least idea that we see it atall. The 
primary center of sight in the occipital (back 
part of the skull) lobe is in the neighborhood 
of a wedge shaped convolution called the 
cuneus. This convolution is found equally 
in both halves of the brain. That it is di- 
rectly related to sight is proved by the fact 
that only when the region of this convolu- 
tion is destroyed in both hemispheres does 
total blindness result. 

The function of sight in the cuneus is, 
doubtless, congenital, but the child when 
born does not know what it sees. 

” *” 
Personality Does the Thinking. 

That particular power afterward is ac- 
quired, not by the cuneus but by an adjacent 
area of brain cells in front®f the cuneus. If 
the area of brain cells in front of the cuneus 
be injured we can still see as well as ever, but 
we no longer know what wesee. Hence, see- 
ing and knowing what we see are not the same 


thing any more than the brain, which is mere- 
ly physically related to thought, and the 
thinker are the same. 

That, at all events, is the scientific theory 
of Dr. William Hanna Thomson, who avows 
his opinion that the discovery of the true 
function of the human brain will, in time, 
cause the name of Broca—as yet unknown 
to the general publio—to rank in the history 
ef science with the names of Copernicus and 
Newton. This Paul Broca was an eminent 
French hospital surgeon in Paris some forty 
years ago. His investigations first revealed 
the brain as nothing more than the inetru- 
ment of the thinking personality—an instru- 
ment never identical with the thinker or with 
his thinking capacity.

Two Brains in Every Head. 

No one can doubt; of course, says Dr. 
Thomson, that an originally well organized 
brain is a good thing to have. But not even 
the best organized brain, or, for that matter, 
no brain of any kind, can be made to think 
without the thinker. The man who refers 
to hia brain as his “ thinker ” talks nonsense. 
Eq preposterous is the notion that the 
quantity of gray matter in the brain has any 
bearing upon intellectual capacity. “ We 
might lose one-half of our gray matter, pro- 
vided the loss is only on one side, and the 
other side remains whole, without losing a 
single idea thereby.” Thus states Dr. Thom- 
son, one of the most distinguished experts 
on the brain and nervous system. 

A human being has two brains and never 
one brain, Just as he has two eyes and two 
ears. And these two brains are just as per- 
fectly matched and duplicates of each other 
in all their parts as are the two eyes and 
the two ears, But, as must be said afresh, 
for the sake of emphasis, our two perfectly 
symmetrical brains are not the sources of 
thought, but its instruments.

Everybody Talks Lefthanded. 

The anatomical seats of the senses and 
those of muscular movements are found 
equally in both hemispheres of the brain and 
their functions as such are doubtless con- 
genital (inborn). It was thus natural to infer, 
as the brain is a double organ, like our two 
eyes and our two ears, each hemisphere be- 
ing the duplicate of the other, that both 
brains equally would participate in all brain 
work. But a most unexpected fact, and one 
of far reaching significance, soon was demon- 
strated—namely: that the anatomical seats 
of the faculty of speech are only found in 
one of the two hemispheres. : 


Get Something for Nothing; 
You'll Find It Can’t Be Done.

HOUSANDS of people are not willing 

to pay the price of success with the 
sterling coin of hard work and honest 
ambition.

Why. should men expect to make a hun- 
dred dollars out of ten by betting on a cer- 
tain horse? Why should they expect to sit 
down at a poker game and get up with a 
month’s salary earned in an hour or two? 
Why should they expect a big percentage 
on money invested in get-rich-quick con- 
cerns? Why do they continually get “let 
in’’ by purchasing goods said to be up to 
the mark at a ridiculously low figure? The 
answer is they are all looking for something 
for nothing. And the outcome of the matter 
in most cases is that they usually get noth- 
ing for something.

Get What You Pay For. 

In this world you generally get what you 
pay for. The man who has not a great stock 
of ability to sell should not want too big a 
price for it. By asking.a figure in reason he 
will get a position more quickly. 

Thousands of employés and hundreds of 
employers are out “‘ bargain hunting.” Ste- 
nographers worth $12 per week are looking 
for positions paying $15, and employers with 
$15 per week jobs are trying to get $12 per 
week typewriters to fil] them satisfactorily. 
For a short time the $12 per week steno- 
grapher may, by the use of “ hot air’ and 
deceptive promises, hold down a $15 per 
week position, and by promises of quick pro- 
motion, “ exeeptional opportunities for ad- 
vancement,” eto, the employer may get $15 
per week stenographers to work at $2 per 
day; but as sure as water finds ite own 
level, so surely does the emplboyé get largely 
what he earne and the employer get what he 
pays for in the way of service.

Bargains Are Delusive. 

The whole theory of the wisdom of 100K- 
ing for unusually good bargains well may 
be questioned. Those who advertise mar- 
velously cheap goods arouse the appetite of 
the public for more, and the end of it is that 
the quality of the goods is reduced. The 
customer gets disgusted with the establish- 
ment and takes his custom elsewhere. 

One common cause of failure among re- 
tailers is their anxiety to get bargains. It 
is better to buy from a house with an es- 
tablished reputation for square dealing and 
stick to that firm. The first lot of goods 
from a second rate house may be good; but 
the aim is to get in the thin end of the wedge. 
Generally before the country merchant is 
through dealing with the “ bargain house” 
he bitterly repents that he ever commenced 
to trade with it. 

A short time ago the head of a firm paid 
a young man $20 per week to act as private 
secretary and stenographer. The work was 
responsible and the pay not too large. But 
the business man head the spirit of want- 
something-for-nothing largely developed. He 
got the idea into his head that he was pay- 
ing too much to his stenographer, and after 
a little thought fired the $20 man and got 
in one for $15 per week. \ 

The cheap man had not been working 
more than two weeks before he made a mis- 
take in the correspondence which cost the 
firm several thousands of dollars. Too late 
the business man found out that some cheap 
goods are wofully dear at any figure. He 
then discharged the $15 man and got a good 
stenographer at the old figure. He ‘is 
“ wise” now; but he paid a good, stiff price 
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Firms who habitually try to beat workers 
out of their just dues forget that there is & 
great deal of freemasonry among employés. 
No firm can afford to get a reputation for 
treating the clerks and helpers it employs 
badfty. There is a constant interchange of 
opinion about different houses. As sure as 
day follows night the good employé, the man 
or woman who has talent and wants to make 
good headway, will gravitate toward that 
house which gets the reputation for treating 
its help fairly. On the other hand, the house 
which is hunting continually for bargains in 
the help line gets the poorest class of labor— 
the most unskilled and unreliable. Why? 
Many of the best class of houses have tried 
them and they are finding their level.

Good Man Finds His Place. 

The more an employer can duplicate his 
own spirit and energy in the men working 
for him the more successful his business will 
be. But loyalty worth having cannot . be 
pounded into men by threats of dismissal! or 
promises of higher pay in the remote future. 
The employer who expects the better kind of 
service should see to it that he gives the 
same square deal to his worker that he is 
forced to give to his tans to hold trade. 

On the other hand, employés should cease 
looking for $20 per week jobs when they 
know they bonestly are not worth morethan 
$15. The best thing the worker who im- 
agines he is underpaid may do is to develop 
his ability to the utmost, and when he knows 
he can “deliver the goods” not be afraid 
to ask what he is worth eleewhere if nec- 
essary. There is an everlasting still hunt 
going on for men of genuine ability. Bt is 
hard to hide true merit. A man need not 
fedr that sooner or later he will get just 
about what he is worth. 

Above all, the wise worker will shun looking 
for jobe which he knows in his innermost 
mind he cannot capably fil. Nor will he 
look to some blind chance to put him on his 
feet, but trust to his own efforts to make 
headway. He knows better than others just 
what he is worth, and wants no more nor no 
less. When he asks a certain salary he does 
it with quiet confidence and the unshakablie 
belief that there is no one else capable of 
giving the business man better service than 
he at the salary required.

The fact 
that in the process of leavening flour is made 
to undergo a restricted fer- 
There Is mentation suggests the prob- 
Alcohol in bility that the finished loag 
Bread. may retain a small amount 
of alcohol which has not 
been expelled by the heat of the oven. This 
supposition is confirmed by Herr Balas, who 
bas found that freshly baked English bread 
contained from 0.2 to 0.4 per cent. of absolute 
alcohol. His assertion has been investigated 
recently by Herr Pohl, who has distilled 
large quantities of two kinds of German 
wheat bread with water, and examined 
‘the distillates. In every instance he has de- 
tected alcohol, though in smaller quantities 
than those found by Herr Balas, the propor- 
tions varying from 0.05 to 0.04 per cent. In 
addition to alcohol the distillates invariably 
contained a small amount of a dark brown 
oll with the distinctive odor of new bread. 


Great improvements are said to have been 
effected by Prof. Korn, of the Munich uni!- 
versity, in his apparatus for 
transmitting photographs Sending 
over the telegraph wires. He Photographs 
has succeeded in. sending by Wire 
photographs and sketches F 
six or seven inches square from Munich to 
Nuremberg, a distance of 100 miles, in from 
ten to fifteen minutes. Precisely the same 
results, says Prof. Korn, would be obtained 
if the photographs were transmitted by a 
telegraph line of any length. The photo- 
graph is placed on a traneparent glass cyl- 
inder, which revolves slowly and at the 
same time moves right to left. A ray of 
light is thrown on the cylinder by means 
of an electric lamp and lens, and when the 
ray reaches the interior of the cylinder ft 
fe brighter or darker according to the col- 
ering of that particular part of photograph 
through which it passes. Inside the cylin- 
der is some selenium, which transmits the 
electrical current in proportion to the inten- 
gity of the light brought to bear on it. The 
receiving apparatus consists of an electrical 
Nernst lamp placed ineide a glass cylinder 
covered with sensitized paper, on which is 
reproduced the photograph in its exact 
ghadcs, provided that the cylinders at each 
end of the wire revolve at exactly the same 
peed. It is hoped to make such improve- 
ments in che apparatus es wi'l enebie pic- 
tures to be photographed in iv o minutes.

Cement Work Offers 


Many New Chances. 
By J. B. Wells. 


HB cement worker ten years ago prac- 
tically was unheard of, while todey 
there probably are 8,000 or more men 
in alone working at this 
trade. The building of sidewalks, con- 

crete foundations, tunnels, street curbings, 
caisson wells, and, more recently, entire 
buildings of concrete have made this branch 
of labor one of the foremost in America and 
it renka with the bricklayers, stone setters, 
or plasterers in the number of workers and 
“4 the amount of wages paid. \ 
There are three grades of workers at this 
trade—namely: the laborer, the helper, and 
the finisher. It takes a man four years at 
least to work up from a laborer to a finisher, 
and two years for a helper to become a 
finisher. In other words, the cement worker 
must have two years’ experience at each 
branch of this line of labor before he is al- 
lowed to go any higher. It makes no differ- 
ence what the ability of the man is, he may 
be qualified to work as a helper with only 
six months’ experience as a laborer, but he 
is compelled to serve two years before he can 
rise. In this respect the cement worker 
corresponds closely to the bricklayer, for a 
man to becomea bricklayer must work seven 
years as an apprentice before he is enabled 
to draw the bricklayer’s wage. 
e o 


Four Years Learning Trade. 

There is no apprenticeship in the cement 
workers’ trade, however, excepting that a 
man muet serve four years as a laborer and 
helper before he oan become an expert fin- 
isher. The wages paid the cement worker 
make it one of the leading trades today. The 
laborer earne 85 cents an hour and works 
eight hoursa day, which means $16.80 a week. 
There are few trades or professions where 
an unskilled man can earn this much money 
at the start. After two years the laborer be- 
comes @ helper, and he can earh 40 cents an 
hour, or $19.20 a week. 

A good helper, however, can get 5 cents an 
hour above the union scale, bringing his 
weekly earnings to §21.60. 

In two years more as a finisher he is able 
to earn 55 cents an hour, or $26.40 a week. 
As in the case of the helper, if the finisher is 
an extra good man he can command 10 cents 
an hour over the scale, which would make 
his week’s salary $31.20. For all work over 
eight hours a day the man is paid double time, 
and it is not unusual for-a good finisher to go 
home on pay day with $45 to show for a 


week's work.

Helper’s Werk Is Hard. 

The work is hard, however, and a weak 
man will be unable to stand the strain while 
working in the primary branch of this trade 
asalaborer. The crushed stone, mixed with 
cement and water, makes a heavy load, and 
at times the laborer must push a wheel- 
barrow full of concrete over a hundred and 
fifty feet before he can dumpit. This kind 
of work can be done only by a man in good 
health, with an unusually strong back, and 
well muscled arms. He not only mixes con- 
crete and wheels it to where it is needed but 
he does a general laborer’s work besides. 
If he is working on a curbing job where the 
old curbing must be taken out to be replaced 
with concrete he must lift heavy curbstones 
that weigh probably 200 or 800 pounds 

In sidewalk work he must tear up the of 
walk, if there is one, and grade with cinders 
to the street level. Caisson work is com- 
paratively easy for the laborer, for here his 
work is confined to mixing the concrete and 
dumping it into the caisson well. Tunnel 
work probably is the hardest, for he must 
work underground, where the alr is not of 
the best, and the dark walls on either side 
of him make his work monotonous in the 
extreme, for he sees no sunshine and no 
change of scenery. The $16.80 that he earns 
every week and the prospect of earning more 
as a helper give him encouragement, and 
as a rule he feels well repaid for the work 


he does.

Ready for the Finisher. 

The helper is a combination of laborer and 
finisher, for he works as a laborer about half 
the time for the first year while learning the 
finisher’s work. He lays the rough concrete 
and makes everything in readiness for the 
finisher. 

The finisher is the experienced man, who 
has had four years of work as a laborer and 
helper. He must be able to read blue prints 
and, direct all the work of the laborer and 
helper. He practically is the boss, for there 
usually is one finisher to every ten helpers 
and twenty laborers. He is the superintend- — 
ant’s assistant and must be able to figure 
on jobs, for which he gets a small cbmmission 
above his wages. His work is solely with 
cement, for the concret@ work is always done 
by the helper. 

Invariably an expert finisher becomes a 
superintendent in about five years and is em 
ployed by a cantractor. He has gone up the 
ladder of success and is near the goal of his 
ambitions, which is reached when he be- 
comes a contractor. As a superintendent he 
is a good boss, for he has gone through the 
mill himself, from laborer to helper and 
helper te finisher, and knows the work thor- 
oughly, and understands the men that work 
under him. He never has trouble with his 


‘men and his advice is eagerly sought, for his 


experience is well knowm to the men, and 
they realize that he knows as much or more 
about the work than they do. The com- 
paratively few strikes that occur in the 
cement workers’ trade is due to the superin- 
tendent’s control over the men, and the cases 
are rare that he cannot settle to suit both the 
men and the contractor. 

* . 


All Belong to Union. 

All nationalities can be seen in the ranks 
of the cement workers, but the Germans and 
Irish are in the majority. All of themibelong 
to the Cement Workers’ union, for a non- 
union man is not allowed to work. It costs 
a man 60 centa @ month for dues and 10 
cents a month for the sick benefit fund. If 
a worker is ill he is paid $5 a week until he 
goes back to work, and ff death occurs his 
wife or mother is given $125 with which to 
bury him. 

Any man with a fair education and a desire 
for work can become a cement worker. The 
contractors are having a hard time getting 
enough men to enable them to fulfill their con- 
tracts, and the work still is coming in. A 
west side contractor who was putting In the 
concrete foundations for a large apartment 
building agivertised for two weeks for cement 
workers before he could get ten men. He 
was under contract to have the foundation 
done in a certain time and he offered 20 
cents above the scale for workers, but was 
unable to get the men for two weeks. An- 
other contractor on the south side was un- 
able to fulfill his contract for the need of 
men. He also offered more than the union 
scale, but could not get experienced men.

The employé reflects: “ Here am I 
striving for advancement, willing to work the 
skin off my fingers if I get encouragement. 
Who will hire me an@ pay « fair tom ef 
this great market competition 
and the weakest are pushed to the wall, how 
can I get the most money on the loan of my 
gray matter?”

Satisfied Employe Boosts Firm. 

The attitude of employers differs material- 
ly on this subject. Many employers of labor 
themselves have risen from the ranks and 
know the horrore of the $1.50 or §2 per week 
hallroom, the scramble at the quick lunch 
counter, the hanging on to a strap for halfan 
hour or more twice a day to save the nickel 
which would procure a luxurious ride in a 
train. 

Then there are employers who never have 
known what it ie to be in need of a dolar, 
who look on themselves as lords of creation, 
who imagine, like Baer, the coal magnate, 
that God endowed them with a right divine 
to rule over the destinies of the worker. Be- 
tween the ideal employer of labor and the 
merciless, overbearing business autocrat 
there are all grades of masters, good, bad, 
and indifferent. 

But doee it pay the employer to drive hard 
bargains with his employés? Should he hag- 
gle with them about an Increase of 50 cents 
or $1, or adopt a liberal, humane attitude 
and aim to give them a “ square dear”? 

Beyond all question it pays to get the good 
will of the worker. A satisfied employé isa 
splendid advertisement for any firm. He at- 
tracts men of brains and talent to his firm 
through his personal influence. He works 
with a will. He does not watch the clock. 
He gives that voluntary service, “ the spirit, 
not the letter,” that counts. One volunteer 
has been said to be well worth ten pressed 
men, 

* * 
Pays to Raise Others with You. 

Some of the richest men of late times have 
had abnormally devéloped the faculty of 
being able to appreciate the value of other 
men’s brains and make it worth the brainy 
individual's while to be loyal. 

Carnegie is said to have made fifty million- 
aires. Though he often drove his assistants 
to the limit he never made the mistake of 
making the reward too small. Marshall Field 
made several millionaires. He recognized 
ability when he saw it, was always on the 
lookout for gray matter, and invariably 
gave the owner of good brains a chance to ac- 
quire wealth. J. Pierpont Morgan knows 
how it pays to have the good will of his em- 
ployés. Every year when business is good, 
about Christmas time, he writes out a check 
to the order of each employé and this draft 
equals the total dmount of a year’s salary of 
each worker. 

When Mr. Morgan needed an assistant some 
time ago he asked about a certain brainy 
young man whom he previously had noticed 
favorably. ‘*O, we can't spare that man. 
He is so useful where he is,” said the head of 
a department. “ Just the man I want, then,” 
replied the astute financier. “I don’t want 
@ man you easily could spare.”’ 

. * 

Inferier Pay Means Inferior Help. 

Several of the largest corporations in Chi- 
cago sturdily stick to the axiom that “ in- 
ferior pay means inferior help,”’ an@ they 
will not atternpt to beat down the wage of a 
beginner, even though it would be easy to 
doso. But thfS is not the custom with many 
firma It is difficult to get many bueginess 
men to believe that gray matter cannot be 
bought much: the same as hardware or soap. 

There is a craze nowadays for “ system ”’ 
In the business world, The methodical man- 
ager likes to see a set of brains ticketed and 
labeled. To please him a man/s abilities must 
be classified neatly—bookkeeping abilty so 
much per cent, executive ability, capacity for 
details, etc., etc. all weighed in the balance 
and nicchy figured out. 

The idea of this is that a man or woman can 
etart in at the lowest market figure, and the 
company not pay a cent more than it can 
help. Then the methodica) manager tries to 
figure out that in twelve months’ time the set 
of brains plus a year’s experience should be 
worth so much more. There is no room left 
for initiative or exceptional effort put forth. 

s « 
Empty Promises Do Not Pay. 

Another method of gaining the use of other 
people's brains cheaply is employed. This 
plan is in universal operation. It is to show 
the worker a future land of reward—*“ one 
flowing with milk and honey.” The.pros- 
pective employé’s eyes are dazzled with the 
brilllancy of future positions for which he is 
to qualify. A superintendency, a manager- 
ship, even @ partnership are not beyond him. 
Usually, however, the starting salaries of 
such firms are in inverse ratio to the rewards 
they holé out in years to come. Carfare, 
lunch money, and a meager board bill in- 
deed may be paid out of the initial salary 
offered; but one night of extravagance would 
make most of the workers for such Grms 
broke for over a month. 

It may be questioned whether such trick- 
sters’ tactics pay. They might if a firm pro- 
posed to be in business for a year or two only; 
but the circle of workers is a large one. News 
spreads fast, even to towns hundreds of miles 
away, as to how people are treated in cer- 
tain institutions. In the long run the firms 
who make the seductive promises as to what 
is going to happen in the “ sweet by and by ”’ 
and make little provision for the present get 
a lot of workers on their hands who couldn't 
be made to do anything remarkable if a stick 
of dynamite were put under them and ex- 
ploded. 

s °s 
Workers Sometimes to Blame. 

Often, however, workers themselves are to 
blame for the low salaries they receive. Why 
is it that some men slave all the year round 
for a bare existence and others are dressed 
well, do not overwork themselves, and have 
plenty of epare money? The latter generally 
are the men who know how to market their 
ability to the best advantage. It is possible 
to see two men in an office beth doing the 
same work and one receiving several dollars 
more than the other. 

The difference in the pay is largely due 
to the nerve and sand in the man who knows 
his own value, or maybe appraises it a little 
too highly. It is of the utmost importance 
that when @ worker first interviews an em- 
ployer he shoulé know how to speak up for 
himself and make the most of the brains he 
is selling. 

Many employers doubtlese can tell the sell- 
ing ability of am employéeta glance. The 
loudmouthed, fashionably dressed, Gare- 
devil, “ nervy ” kind of man cannot be beaten 
down, erg: the business man inetinctively 
knows it. He himself is put on his mettle to 
see that he doesn’t get the worst of the bar-

Booze Famous Kentucky Fast Going Dry; 


State Becomes Prohibition Stronghold.

The words of the Ancient 
Mariner, thus paraphrased, are 
prepriate today in. eighty- 
seven of the 119 coun of Kentucky. 

Strange ag it may seem to a public edu- 
cated in its notions of the Blué’Grass state 
by the jesters of the comic press, Kentucky, 
the home of fine whisky, is in imminent dan- 
ger of becoming prohibition territory. 

At the present time, despite her 258 dis- 
tilleries turning out thousands of barrels of 
the fluid to fill “the cup that cheers,” the 
state has but four counties sufficiently irri- 
gated with “ booze”’-to be classed as really 
“ wet" counties. Even in the thirty-two

where liquor is sold it is, as a rule, in but one 


or two precincts. 

The four counties which largely are “ wet” 
are Jefferson, Kenton, Campbell, and Meade. 
All with the exception of the last named 
still are “‘ wet’ because they contain large 
cities. Jefferson has Louisville, Kenton has 
Covington, and Campbell has Newport. The 
latter two are just across the river from Cin- 
cinnati, and possibly the Ohio burg sets the 
example for them.

Rapid Progress by Prohibition.. 

While the anti-saloon forces have been 

making a steady fight for over thirty years, 


it is within recent years only that the most 
rapid progrese has been made. The passage 
of the county unit law at the session of the 
legislature last winter put the most formid- 
able weapon in their hands. With this they 
have been able to carry county after county. 
Their efforta to this time have been confined 
to counties having no large cities, because of 
a compromiseamendment of the law exempt- 
ing from ita provisions all counties contain- 
ing cities of the first, second, and third 
classes. Pi 

Prohibition leaders already Kave given no- 
tice thatat the next session of the legislature, 
next winter, they will seek the amendment 
of the law, so ag to make it apply to all 
counties. They then will invade some of the 
counties comtaining larger cities, among them 
Fayette, in.which is Lexington. 

Though they have given Louisville little 
attention, the anti-saloonists call attention 
to the fact that even here there are already 
two “dry ” precincts.

Politicians on Temperance Platforms. 


Anomalous though it maPseem, Bourbon, 
the county from which one variety of whisky 
takes its name, has but one place within its 
limits, Paris, where whisky may be pur- 
chased. 

The sweeping change which has come over 


Kentucky on the liquor question first came 
home to the majority of the people during 
the recent democratic senatorial primary. 
Beckham and McCreary both made their 
fights on temperance platforms. The move 
was a shrewd one, it was proved, for the vote 
of the country districts in the state is over- 
whelming compared with the city vote, which 


‘might be expected to be against prohibition. 


The campaign was a novelty for Kentucky, 
where, according to tradition, candidates in 
the olden days were in the habit of knocking 
in heads of barrels of whisky and allowing 
voters to help themselves with tin cups.

Manufacturing Still Going On. 

With eighty-seven of the 119 counties in 
the state “dry,” and 258 distilleries turning 
out their product, the question naturally oc- 
curs where this endless stream is going. 
Kentucky rapidly is putting herself in ea 
queer position. She is forbidding her own 
sons to drink that which she is manufactur- 
ing for the rest of the world. 

A feature of recent option elections hae 
been the victory of the temperance élement 
in many of the southeastern Kentucky moun- 
tain counties. What will be the effect of this 
on “‘moonghining”’ is an interesting ques- 
tion over which government revenue officials | 
now are pondering. The liquor men argue it 
means more “ ’stilling " on the sly.

The office 
boy at the main office of the corporation had 
asked for and received a day off, and the 
new boy was pressed into service to take his 
place. His duties were many and varied. 
He must answer the telephone, receive all 
callers and usher them into the various of- 
fices, and answer the “‘ buzzer’ or boy calls 
from the various offices. 

None of these things had he ever done or 
dreamed of. Before the day was half over 
his head wasina whirl. More than once he 
looked out of the window of the high office 
building and wished himself safe back among 
the cornfields of his native county where he 
had spent his vacations while attending 
school. 

By night he was dead tired and ready to 
quit. The weeks. that followed passed like 
nightmares to the beginner. It did not take 
him long to find out that from a business 
standpoint he knew absolutely nothing and, 
to use his own expression, he was “ as green 
as anything that ever came out of the woods.”’

It 
is estimated, according to this authority, 
that no less than 150,000 individual cakes of 
soap leave New York City every day as a 
part of the equipment of railroad trains. 
One rallrodd alone spends something like 
$160,000 a year to equip the washrooms at 
either end of the coaches. The hundreds 
of thousands of cakes that are used every 
day in public lavatories, in hotels, office 
buildings, and department stores, form a big 
ttem of expense, although, fortunately, it is 
distributed among many purchasers,

The struggle for some 
form of maintenance sometimes becomes strenuous, 
showing that the woman regrets the loss of the man 
who has been her support rather more than the loss 
of the man who has been her husband. 

All this is like a comic opera, but it makes Cupid 
weep.

The proportion of divorces to marriages in New 
York is one in forty. In Chicago it is one in nine; in 
San Francesco it is one in four. The further west you 
go the more frequent are divorces. The decree of 
Separation has’ hitched its wagon to the star of em- 
pire. Kansas City, Los Angeles, and Seattle are as bad 
as San Francisco, in each of these cities there being 
One divorce to every four marriages. The statistics for 
Sioux Falls are kept locked up in a reporter. proof 
Vault.

The Hartje case of Pittsburg made the whole coun- 
try gasp. Jt involved grave charges against Mrs. 
Hartje and her coachman and counter charges on the 
part of the wife that she was the victim of a con- 
spiracy, in which her husband—the man she had loved 
and with whom she had lived—sought to blast her 
reputation by hired and perjured testimony. This 
was one of the most notorious domestic tragedies 
ever aired in any court of any land. It was worse 
even than the Taggart case. Alone it was enough to 
make the year memorable in the matter of ype 

In contrast with this the trouble of Mrs. Charle 
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T. Yerkes and Wilson Mizner were almost farci- 
cal. Mr. Yerkes. the traction magnate, died in 
New York in December last under circumstances 
that called the attention of the whole world to 
his widow. Although they had not been living 
tor wer harmoniously during the later years of 
his life, Mrs. Yerkes declared that her husband 
had never ceased to love her and that she was 
devoted to his memory. 

Yet within a month it was announced that 
Mrs. Yerkes had married Wilson Mizner. At first 
the public*’refused to believe it. Mizner was not 
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30 and the widow of Yerkes was more than 50. He 
was a gay young soldier of fortune, and people only 
laughed when he smiled and admitted that the mar- 
riage had taken place, especially as Mrs. Yerkes 
tearfully and indignantly declared that the idea was 
absurd. 

But the news was true. Mizner and Mrs. Yerkes 
were man and wife. Before people were through talk- 
ing about the case the couple quarreled and parted and 
remained apart. It was said, though not known to be 
true, that Mr. Mizner had insisted upon her giving him 
$1,000,000, and that she had refused. After the sep- 
aration Mrs. Yerkes-Mizner explained the marriage by 
saying: “Mr. Mizner came to me at a time when I 
was looking at life through eyes that were filled with 
tears.

WIMMING without water sounds a good 
deal like putting salt on a bird’s tail, 
kissing the blarney stone, flying withou< 
wings, counting Rockefeller’s money, solv- 
ing the riddle of the sphinx, making a 
living chewing seed for a mocking bird, 
or starting a little game of poker at a’ 
church fair.

Line hearts: it may have been mMvented in Germany, or 
it may have been invented by the Kansas’ farmer who 
grafted sheep’s wool 1o his mules because mules, be- 
ing larger, would proljuce more wool, and, being less 
epicurean, would eat anything that happened to be left 
over from the farm kitchen.

Part of Physical Culture Course.

Therefore, because of the physical] 
benefits which will result from the performance of this 
remarkable feat, every well known educator in Chi- 
cago has given it his whole hearted approval, and it 
has been adopted as a part of the course of.study in 
physical culture.

of pocket beagles forms at 
once the delight and avocation of Mrs. 
Theodore Hauser, 422 North Kedzie ave- 
nue, Chicago. With the exception of the 
Hoffman dogs of Norwich, Connecticut, 
Mrs. Hauser owns the only genuine pocket 
beagles in America, and by many doz 
lovers, enthusiasts, and authorities Aer 

cherished pets and treasures are believed the smallest, 

finest dogs of their kind in the world. 

Beagles are little hounds—deer hounds in miniature 
—used in hunting rabbits and for pets. They have 
large heads, good facial expression, well set frames, 
and wonderful running ability. The old German beagle 
was distinguished by a long, low body, but the race 
has been so changed by modern breeding that almost 
the only trace of the original variety now extant is 
found in the large, pliable ears of the up to date beagle, 
whose body must be short, strong, and “cobby.” No 
“chance” beagle, that is no beagle of the ordinary full 
sized thunting variety, must be over thirteen inches in 
height, or weigh, when in working condition, more than 
fourteen or fifteen pounds at most. Of these Mrs. 
Hauser has two. 

The toy or pocket beagles are smaller. ; To measure 
more than ten inches puts a dog out of the “ pocket” 
class immediately, while fine pocket specimens rarely 
weigh more than six or seven pounds. Yet these tiny

Prof. Suder, however, asgerts that not only will the 
child who receives instruction in waterless swimming 
be greatly improved in health by the exercise but he 
declares without qualification that after the pupil has 
learned the art of swimming without water his or her 
mother will be much less likely to see his or her name 
next year in that column of THe TrisuNE which is de- 
voted to “summer drownings.”

Idea Is Borrowed from Germany. 

Prof. Suder admits that he has borrowed the water- 
less swimming idea from the schools of Germany. 

“In Germany.” he says, “swimming without water 
is taught in nearly all the schools. The pupils thor- 
oughly are drilled in the swimming movements, and in 
a majority of cases as soon as they are put into the 
water they are able to swim. [ff they are not able to 
swim at once after getting into the water it takes 
them considerably less time to master the art than it 
would have taken them had chey not gained compliete 
mastery of the strokes.” 

Ever since the disaster to the steamship Gen. Slo- 
cum in New York harbor, which resulted in the drown- 
ing of hundreds of children who could have saved 
themselves had they known how to. swim, Prof. Suder 
and other educatogs have been trying to solve the 
problem: “How Can Swimming Be Taughc in the Pub- 
lic Schools?” Dr. James F. Chvatal, member of the 
board of education, last year urged that some arrange- 
ments should be made whereby every Chicago public 
school pupil*« might receive instruction in swimming 
from competent teachers. His idea was to permit cer- 
tain classes to visit daily the different natatoriums or 
swimming pools in the small parks and receive instruc- 
tion,

It was put forth as an experiment, the man who pro- 
posed the establishment of the bureau wishing to ascer- 
tain if there were any jilted girls, and, if so, if they 
still wished to make the attempt of securing a husband, 
and if they were willing to enter into correspondence 
with a complete stranger with a view to effecting the 
same. 


If he had possessed any positive doubts as to any 
of these questions they were dispelled forever within 
two days of the printing of this little ad.

ing country, as revealed by his correspomlence, was ap- 
palling. The desperation of many of them—crazed with 
the memory of an unfaithful lover and unable to find 
anybody to take his place and wipe out the memory— 
was, and probably is, even more than appalling. It 
seemed that such.an innovation was just what thou- 
sands of girls had been waiting for. 

“Get us a husband and restore our happiness,’ was 
the purport of most of the letters that they wrote. 
“If you can do. this you will bring happiness to hun- 
dreds of poor girls who have come to think that their 
chances for happiness on this earth are gone.”

Tales Told by Jilted Girls. 


Some merely wrote for “particulars of the scheme.” 
Others opened up their hearts and told the full tale of 
their woes. The stories of love and romance. faithful- 
ness and treachery, honor and dishonor thus revealed 
would give a novelist material for stories without num- 
ber. The idea that romance is dead in this prosaic age 
of much money and fast living is given the lie em- 
phatically by the first bunch of correspondence received. 

Here is an example: A young woman was employed 
as stenographer by a large firm of insurance brokers. 
Employed by the same firm in the capacity of solicitor 
was. a young man of the same age as the young woman 
—22. Their tastes were similar, their interests sim'- 
lar, they were attracted to each other—but what is the 
use of attempting to explain the phenomena of love 
and they fell in love with each other. It was not a 
case Of love at first sight, nor at second sight, but a 
gradual, growing appreciation for each other, which. at 
the end of a year of acquaintance, blossomed into love.

mitting that the teaching of swimming 

without water cannot be made as effective 
ag instruction with water, Prof. Suder grasped the idea 
that a half loa# is better than no loaf at all. wg 
The Chicago public school pupils ‘beginning with 
openiag of the winter term on Jan. 2 are to be taught 
how to swim without water. The reasons they are to 
be taught waterless swimming have been summed up 
as follows: 

Swimming is a beneficial exercise, and the swim- 
ming movements might as well be taught as any other 
series of exercises. 

So many children are drowned every summer that 
it is felt a knowledge of the swimming strokes would 
go @ long way toward preventing the annual harvest. 


* 
Exercises Include Complete Stroke Movement. 


In his preface to the manual on oe Prof. 
Suder says: 

“Although some of the exercises in .our former 
manuals have contained the swimming: movements, a 
set of swimming exercises hitherto has not been pre- 
pared.” 

‘Prof. Suder then explains how the waterless swim- 
ming is to be taught At first the pupils are to go 
through the motions while standing erect. In this 
position, of course, it would be embarrassing to at- 
tempt to take the leg strokes with legs, and so it 
is provided that one leg shall be ned at a time. 
After the exercises-have been taken in the standing 
position the pupils are to have wide leather belts 
fastened around their waists. In the back of this belt 
is a ring into which is buckled a long strap. With 
this strap the children are to be suspended in a hori- 
zontal position from the fiying rings or horizontal bars 
of the gymnasium, and hanging thus in midair they 
are to swim out just as if their life depended upon their 
reaching shore. Another way recommended is to allow 
the pupils to lie on the regular “swimming post” ap- 
paratus found in nearly all up to date gymnasiums and 
in meet of the school hails. 


* * 
Breast Stroke to Be Taught Fi irst. 


Of the different strokes the breast stroke, of course, 
is the first one the children will be taught. After they 
have mastered the breast stroke they are to be lied 
through the intricacies of the more complex strokes 


from the simple side stroke to the crawl stroke—the 


one that the fast swimmers use. 

The arm motions being known to almost everybody, 
it seems only necessary to describe the leg motions 
for the breast stroke as they are set down in Prof. 
Suder’s manual. They are described as follows: 

The leg exercises consist of three different ‘move- 
ments. 

' I. Raising of knees outward, 
ward, heels drawn backward. 

2. Straightening of legs sideways, keeping feet flat. 

3. Closing of heels.

Mrs. Shaw Runs the Hotel. 

Across from -the postoffice the Shaw house, which 
is the sloping roofed inn, has been kept by Mrs: Phoebe 
Shaw for twenty years. The property was her inher- 
itance and the outer room that is used for the office 
has its great old sloping reofed chimney built down 
inside the room, as large or larger than the furnace 
of an ordinary house. The fireplace has been bricked 
up and a modern grate attached, which is all the 
change that the house has had in that time. Inside 
the long, low rooms there are lovely carved pieces 
of solid mahogany, although this is “not for sale at 
any price,” as the owner says pleasantly but emphat- 
ically. It isn’t that she cares so much for the value 
of the mahogany, but it always has been in her fam- 
ily, and some of them were the same pieces of furniture 
that she was used to seeing when she was first mar- 
ried, and the four fine sons who are now grown and 
gone were bahies and toddlers. 

Out in the kitchen pieces of ham and ‘dried beef 
hang from the ceiling just as they did fifty years ago, 
lived and worked here. 
Sweet corn beef, which she has prepared herself, forms 
part of the boiled dinner, and you can have apple, 
pumpkin, or canned blueberry pie. She has cut every 


apple herself and canned every blueberry, and cut the 
pumpkin. 

There is a great kettle now on the sitting room 
steve, stewing down slowly so, as she explains, “ that 
it will be rich and high flavored.” She has not a soul 
to help her and she has done it all herself for twenty 
years, and raised the four sone besides, and she is a 
young looking, sweet faced woman yet. Mr. Shaw 
comes in from the harness shop with the other men 
in the neighborhood, but it is Mrs. Shaw who takes 
the pay—such a littl bit—only a quarter for the din- 
ner. 

No liquor is allowed in the Shaw house, and, al- 
though there is an occasional objection, the landlady 
is deferred to by the men who come into the hotel and

is “looked up” to by the entire neighborhood. She 
has seen everything that ever has happened in East 
Claridon. 

“1 don’t know where the people come from or where 
they go,” she says, “but they come through and stop 
for a meal, just as you have, and once in awhile they 
come back and we see them again, but generally they 
zo on through and its the last we ever see of them.” 

Dinner with good coffee and plenty of good vege- 
tables is only 25 cents here—a quarter for your dinner 
and a quarter for putting up your horses, and yet even 
at this rate Mrs. Shaw’s business is considered one of 
the best in the town. At this rate, too, some of the 
“through travelers” object to the high price: 

In the church and the school Mrs, Mawson has 
succeeded to two positions, although she is known only 


as the school superintendent. She used to be the high 
scheol principal at Middleten before she was married, 
and then ahe went to India as a missionary. She mar- 
ried an officer in the British army and tater he died 
and she came home with her two little bays. When 
the man that they had had dt East Claridon went away, 
and a new school superintendent was needed, the 
trustees drove over and asked Mrs. Mawson if she 
wouldn't take it, and so she moved to Hast Claridon 
and one more man’s position Was permanently elim- 
inated. 

Again, at the church, as an 
for the minister, Mrs. Mawson is prominent. 
going over to India she was made a deaconess, and 
now if anything happens that the minister from the 
other town, who fills the East Claridon pulpit, fails to 
arrive, Mrs. Mawson fills his place. When the con- 
vocation was held last summer and the minister, who 
was to open it, didn’t get there on time,“ Mrs. Mawson 
opened the convocation herself,’ friends of hers will 
tell you.

Church Officials Are Women. 


The case of Mre. Hale, who is the Sunday school 
superintendent, and Mrs. Armstrong, who leads the 
choir, is similar to that of Mrs. Mawson. As the young 
men @eserted one after another, it got so there was no 
one left who could fill’ the positions so well as Mra. 
Hale and Mrs. Armstrong could, and so they were asked 
to take them. Finally in the choir it got so that there 
were no more men to sing, and so other young girls 
came and filled up the choir. Agdin the man who 
acted as church sexton died, and Mrs. Dunnegan, whe 
lives tn a cozy little house next door, went: over and 
teok care of things for a while for leve until they 
eould get some one. And then said somebody, “ why 
not give the place to her and pay her?” Prebably now 
there always will be a woman sexton in East Claridon.

Woman as Country Doctor. 


The biggest place of all, perhaps, has been Allied 
by. Dr. Mary Catherine Goodwin. It had been years 
simee a drug store or a doctor conld be supportcd by 
Hast Claridon. Miss Goodwin, whose brothers all had 
studied medicine and gone away to settle, advised her 
to study it, too. “There were many branches of the 
profession in which a woman was needed,” they said. 
This appealed to Mies Mary, who, although gentile and 
sweet of face, has a fine mind, She teok her degree at 
the state medical college, and at first set up her office 
at Chardon, six miles away. : Then her health broke 
down and she went back to the old home, near Bast 
Claridon, and took up the out of door country practice. 

“She has gone over to the next farm, where there 
1a8 been an accident,” said the young ,doctor’s father. 
Much of the country practice is In the sudden accidert 
ealls from miles in this, that. or the other @irection, 
and@ the outdoor Hfe has brought glowing color and 
health to Dr. Goodwin, who drives about with a pair 
of good horses and snugly wrapped from head to foot 
in a seal hat and tong seal u!ster. 

Twite a week her team is put up for the day at 
Chardon, where she has an office practice with the man- 
doctor. In spite af a pretty sedate look the “young 
daetor,” as she is called, is a fine whip. “~ Dr. Goodwin 
taught me all I know about driving,” said the livery 
boy, as he carefully steered his horses down an icy 
place on a steep piece of hill in the roadway. ,

Farm Wagons Driven by Women. 

That the women of the town have fallen heir to the 
masculine energy which built the houses and farms 
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around East Claridon is shown by the fet that when 
you meet a team the women nearly always are driving. 
In this the women excel, and it is onfy an occasional 
farmer's team which does not seem te be jn bssion 
of some woman. 

More energy than it takes to run the town is shown 
in the keeping of the rambling houses. “ Butchering 
was going eon,” said one housekeeper, apelogizing for 
the kettles of lard upen the stove, and yet there was 
not spot nor speck on the steve te betray what was 
inside. 

Every house is one story, with great, wide sitting 
‘rooms, into which you enter. The shut up country par- 
lor is a fairy tale here at least. The sitting roam is 
the living room and the best room at the same time. 
A great glowing base burner is in the midd@le and makes 
it warm in spite of the snow outside. and in spite of 
the half dozen windows in almost every front room, 
with a plano drawn cozily up to the Tight in ‘some 
of them. Im nearly all of them there is the comfortable 
couch in back of the base burner.

Men Take It Philosophically. 

It was into this kind of a cozy place that the old 
man whe had been postmaster came to see what was 
wanted. “Well, the women make a great buzz in these 
days,” he said to the stranger. “I tell the giris that 
the reason they are getting along its because I was 
such a good father, and mother here thinks It was be- 
cause she was a good mother.” 

“You mustn* mind him, he basn’t been well for a 
long time, and he is such a dear man,” sald the mother, 
interrupting. 

IM is no wonder that the old man thinks that his 
ehiidren at ieast make a busz Mast Claridon has only 
a hundred inhabitants, end ts so little that for all of 
its sitting rooms and stoves, it seems aimest as if you 
were leaving it to the wolves or in seme kind of dan- 
ger as you drive off the six miles through the snow 
to Chardon. And Charden, with only 1,260, is so bright- 
lv lighted and looks so citified in comparison that the 
tiny town back in the woods seems lonelier than ever. 

* * 
Successful in Literary W ork. 

Yet here Alice Cleator has bad successes that would 
thrill “the hearts of many of the tribe of ambitious 
writing workers. Ten years ago she began to send 
little poems and child fietion stories to the magazines, 
and even from the beginning they were accepted now 
and then. It was not so long ago that she got $8 for 
two little verses. And then there was an article sent 
to a city editor in which the journalistic sense was 
proved to be abeve the average. A letter back from 
the editor asked her to supply other material, and then 
was the crowning triumph of the sending of a man 
from a far away paper to get the story in full.

LENTIL CURRY—Soak over night in cold 
Water one cup of lentils. Wash, cover with 
water, and cook siowly for two hours. 
nh, put two tablespoonfule of butter into 
@ saucepan; when melted add two onions 
chopped fine; cook slowly until a golden 
brown; add a teaspoonful of curry powder, a 
dash of cayenne, and half a pint of the 
water in which the lentils were boiled. Add 
lentils, cook slowly for twenty minutes; add 
a teaspoonful of salt, the juice of one lemon, 
and serve with well boiled rice. 

BOILED BEETS—Old beets require great 
sare in boiling. Four hours’ slow cooking 
wil, as a rule, make them tender. If they 
are wilted and tough, soak them in colé wa- 
ter over night. Next morning wash, put them 
into bolling water, and cook slowly. When 
gone remove the skin by rubbing with a 
towel; cut into thin slices, dish in a hot dish, 
dust with salt and pepper, and pour over a 
little melted butter. Those left over may 
be put in vinegar and used asa garnish for 
potato or carrot salad.

They were followed 
by Fay Templeton in ‘“‘ Forty-Five Minutes 
from Broadway,” and thus the popularity of 
the house was restored. 

The return of Mr. Sothern and Miss Mar- 
lowe made the close of the month brilliant 
and ushered in May in similar satisfactory 
brightness. They were seen ina finely poetic 
presentment of “‘ Twelfth Night,”’ in a rol- 
locking performance of ‘“Taming the Shrew,”’ 
and in ‘“‘ Merchant of Venice ” and “Romeo 
and Juliet.’’

Finds Favor in New York, ~ 
By Franklin Fyles. 


New York.—[Special Correspondence. ]— 
It is the fashion to bewail the popularity of 
musica] farce and to predict for it a speedy 
and ignominious death, with the old style 
of romantic comic opera gloriously restored 
to favor, “ The Student King,” a Christmas 
gift to New York, proves and satisfies what- 
ever real demend there is. Col. Savage se- 
lected Reginald De Koven to compose the 
music for this work of restoration. Fred- 
eric Rankin had begun to write the book, 
when, a year ago, he caught a cold at a re- 
hearsal of his “‘ Happyland” and died. Stan- 
islaus Stange carried out the design so ad- 
herently to the traditions of such old pieces 
as “The Beggar Student that the libretto 
might be used as a burlesque of itself Once 
‘a year in Bohemia a student is made king 
for a day. The young man thus crowned 
in mimicry is heir to the throne, stolen in 
babyhood, and now identifiable by a locket. 
Although a tenor, he didn’t suspect his no- 
bility of birth. A neighboring princess, be- 
trothed to the king, disguises herself as a 
villager, sings about it, encounters the stu- 
dent, and loves him. The decrepit, first come- 
dian king is pursued by the prima donna 
princess’ unsightly aunt, and he has two 
state counselors—one long, thin, and pese!- 
mistic, the other short, fat, and optimistic. 
So you see De Koven had material to work 
upon that was “ legitimate’’ to the last de- 
gree. 

Reginald De Koven is a wealthy man and 
doesn’t have to work for a living. Heisalso 
a figure In extremely fashionable society, 
and perhaps it was a desire to distinguish 
himself above the daze of riches and the 
dawdle of society that impelled him to make 
tuneful and charming music for “ The Beg- 
gar King.”

Lucille is whisked away to the prince’s moun- 
tain castle, and when Dare attempts a rescue 
he is captured, too. By order of the empress 
the lieutenant is seated on a red hot grill, but 
the Alabama's sailors yank him off. So 
Dare wucille, and the drama come out all 
het think of the inf®rnational question. 
The world has been told on Chinese authority 
that the dowager empress is a nice little old 
woman, a bit fussy about our missionaries, 
perhaps, but never a broiler of our naval ofi- 
cers. Now Owen Davis, author of this play, 
portrays her as a big bruiser of a virago, who 
pushes the face of the docile young emperor, 
knocks out a leader of the reform party, uses 
language of a most unladylike character, 
and gets gleeful with the diversion of kid- 
naping a daughter of our diplomat, and tor- 
turing one of our lHeutenants.

On a Christmas day he awakes from 
his long aberration of mind, and is confronted 
by a daughter of about the same age that his 
sweetheart was when he lest saw her—which 
does not shock him nearly s0 much as to be 
told that her mother, a 40 year old matron, is 
his wife. 

Why didn’t the f-llow’s father follow on to 
Virginia and find his son? Why didn’t his 
rival lover and sweetheart recognize him 
when they married and settled down at the 
mines?

White Slave,’’ which utterance gives it as 
the heroine’s opinion that “‘ rags are.royal 
raiment when worn for virtue’s sake,’’ the 
line from ‘‘ The Lost Paradise’’ has been 
heard many times just the same. 

Bernard Shaw has declared in many of his 
books and plays that he regards the drama 
as far too noble an instrument to be devoted 
solely to the laudation of love. He insists 
that although women may be justified in 
asking for love dramas because they get 
most of their ideas from fiction in which 
love occupies too prominent a place, men 
want dramas that concern themselves with 
things closer to their every day lives. 

The movement that is now going forward 
dispenses with much of the love drama that 
formerly was thought essential, but no play- 
wright has yet risen who is bold enough to 
ignore the old fashion entirely. 

There is a tendency in some parts of the 
world to eschew it entirely in many plays. 
Clerical matters engage the attention of some 
of the playwrights of Spain. Symbolism run 
wild has been turned to account in Germany 
and has been hitched up to ethical and social 
questions for their golution. Hauptmann, 
Sudermann, and the rest in Germany, Maeter- 
linck, who has been called the Belgian 
Shakspeare, and Ibsen, who has been called 
the Shakspeare of the north, have all en- 
larged their fields. They have found that 
their public goes with them and in this the 
young writer of plays may find comfort.

LONDON.—[Speciat Correspondence. ]—If 
imitation is indeed the sincerest flattery, 
there can be few more genuine admirers of 
things: Americen in England than Seymour 
Hicks. Which, by the way, is no new dis- 

covery, for ever since this young actor—who 
is now his own author.and soon. will be Kis. 
own ‘manager—first became known to-any 
extent his predilection for “ swiping "" Amer- 
ican songs, copying Amcrican stage effecis, 
and generally availing himself cf American 
idéas has been notorious. 

It was Fay Templeton, if cne mistekes not, 
who called out: “ Don’t steal this, Mr, Hicks, 
please!” upon diecovering the English actor 
“in front ’”’ while she was. singing a new 
song, and not even Hicks’ most fervent ad- 
mirer—whoge initials, by the way, may poe 
sibly be “ 8. H.’’—could deny that the admon!l- 
tion was deserved. One was led to renewed 
thought on this head only a short time ago, 
whén a sort of potpourri of “old Gaiety 
songs’ was given at the theater of which 
Hicks used to be the bright particular star, 
for one recognized **O, Uncle John,” “ Her 
Golden Hair Was Hanging Down Her Back,”’ 
and even “The Bowery “ among the lot—all 
with English words!

During the last few years, Hicks’ borrowing 
from American sources have been constant. 
Effective song settings from American pieces 
—such, for instance, as accompanied “ My 
Cozy Corner Gir! *’—have been introduced in 
practically every: musical comedy produced 
by him, while as for American songs them- 
selves, Hicks has annexed 
HMmit! There ham been absclutely nothing, 
moreover, to indicate thet such ditties as 
“Sammy,” “ Bedelia,” “ A Wise Old Owl "— 
renamed ‘‘ A Quaint Old Bird "—and latterin 
“ Cheyenne,”’ which Hicks calmly interpo- 
lated into his pleces, were not of his own 
authorship, and thie kind of thing makes resi- 
Gent Americans in London just hopping mad 
For with American playa failing recently at 
one London theater after another, it certainly. 
seems only fair to transatlantic prestige that 
American song successes should be an- 
nounced as such, even by such an arrant pil- 
ferer as Seymour Hicks. 

Hicks, however, is not satisfied. It is not. 
enough that much of his “ business” and 
most of his songs should be American; he is 
now even beginning to use American ideas 
as the foundations of his musical plays. At 
all event@= he has done so unblushingly enough 
in. his new piece, “* Everybody’s Darling,” 
which is te open in the new Hicks theater, 
for the feature of this is a bevy of demsels 
representing leading British towns. No 
suggestion of ‘‘The Prince of. Pilsen,” 
of courge! Moreover, we are to § see 
these Yair representatives of Manches- 
ter, Liverpool, Leeds, and so on In 
Paris as the guests of a London newspaper, 
the Daily Butterfly, so if the American our- 
nals which sent the famous “ Peaches "’ and 
“ Belles’ abroad do not sue Hicks for pla~ 
giarism they will lose.a fine opportunity!

Taking it all around, however, it is not sur- 
prising that this indefatigable young author, 
producer, and actor finds his own ideas in- 
sufficient to his needs—considering how many 
different manuscripts he generally hes going 
atthe sametime. At present, for instance, in 
addition to ‘playing every night in his own 
piece, ““The Beauty of Bath,’’ Hicks is riot 
only writing a new musica! piece, in addition 

o * Everybody's Darling,’’ buf he is arrang- 
ing a new version of “Alice in Wondertand ”’ 
for Christmas production, in which he him- 
self will be the Mad Hatter. Probably it 
wiil contain the latest American ditty—in- 
troduced without any mention of that ditty’s 
author.

David Bispham’s London production of his 
remarkable operatic experiment with “The 
Vicar of Wakefield,’’ has more than fulfilled 
the promise of. popular success given by the 
dress rehearsal. The company was called be- 
fore the curtain again and again, and finally 
Liza Lebmann, the composer, was prevailed 
upon to make her bow, an occasion she cele- 
brated to the envy of the rest of us by warmly.

As this is the season of the year at which 
most people determine or already have deter- 
mined to do differently, it might be a good 
idea for actors and actresses whose goings 
and comings make so much difference to the 
people who pay money to see them to make a 
few resolutions. 

The writers of the plays and the prodnoers 
and the managers thereof also could please 
their patrons a little more if they would 
harken to some of the suggestions that any 
theatergoer of good standing could make. 

For instance, managers would please the- 
atergoers if they would quit promising “ the 
original New York cast”’’ when they are 
offering nothing of the sort. The best of 
managers fall intothiserror. The cast which 
presents a play in Chicago or on the road 
may be, as a matter of fact, and often is, as 
another matter of fact, superior to the New 
York cast. Otis Skinner pleased in “‘ The 
Duel,” even though Guy Standing, who was 
in itin New York, did not come to Chicago.

In a past that is not so 
remote, either, irresponsible managers used 
to send companies out from New York herald- 
ed as having enjoyed metropolitan runs of, 
great length. People away from New York 
swallowed the bait for awhile. They don’t 
do so any more. In most parts of the country 
an attraction has to make good for itself.

Actors profitably might make a resolution 
to subordinate the commercial side of their 
business to the artistic. While it is true that 
Irving was right when he said that to suc- 
ceed as an art the theater must first suc- 
ceed as a business, it lg not true that the 
money should smother the.art. Sothern 
and Mariowe get the money and they 
nurture art. Others can do Hkewise even 
though not in such amazing degree. 
But players are few who will follow Alice 
Nielsen's example and forsake big sure ; 
money in order to develop their talents for a 
better, higher purpose, as Nielsen did when 
she quit profitable light opera and went 
abroad at the height of her career to be- 
come a humble student in schools for grand 
opera singers. Charles Dana Gibson, the 
artist, who has so many friends in the theatri- 
cal business, ought to be a lighthouse of 
encouragement to the actor. He turned his 
back upon the greatest ‘‘ white and black ”’ 
income in this country that he might go 
abroad and study the use of oils. «David 
Belasco once took $30 a week and the chance 
to do good work and passed up an offer of 
$80 a week in a position in which he would 
have had to sacrifice his ideals.
